The unjudicial impulsiveness of Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis, of Chicago, led him to do a very pretty 
thing and a very foolish thing all in the same day, both 
involving the Regular Army. A young man of twenty- 
two, who had enlisted in the Army and had embezzled 
the money sent him for transportation to Jefferson 
Barracks, drank heavily on the train and went through 
to Memphis, where he gave himself up to the recruiting 
officer and was sent back to Chicago. ‘The prisoner’s 
mother wrote to him, advising him to be honest with 
the court and take his punishment like a man, and 
promising him a welcome at home with work when his 
punishment was served, if he would give up drink. This 
letter moved Judge Landis, before whom the deserter 
was brought, and he held a fine of fifty dollars in abey- 
ance on condition that the prisoner would return home 
to his mother, give up drinking and lead a straight life. 
Judge Landis is the son of a veteran of the Civil War, 
and this act proved his wide human sympathy, but his 
knowledge of the Army, which his family associations 
should have given him, should have kept him from some 
unwarranted remarks made in connection with the case, 
in which he virtually accused the Army of obtaining 
recruits under false pretenses. In a few hours the un- 
wisdom of his remarks was brought to him, in such a 
way that he sought to have them suppressed in the press, 
but one newspaper printed them. The Chicago Inter- 
Ocean, in taking Judge Landis severely to task for his 
reflections on the Army, says: “The Regular Army code 
of manners and morals is high, both in law and in tradi- 
tion and custom, and it is enforced. There is drudgery, 
and unpleasant drudgery, in the Army’s work, of course. 
There is in every profession and occupation. He who 
thinks that the soldier’s work is all parading in pretty 
clothes behind a brass band is a fool on a par with the 
fool that thinks that being a great lawyer is just mouth- 
ing fine phrases before a jury, or that being a capable 
Congressman is just making speeches that all the news- 
papers print. There is hard work to be done everywhere, 
and the youth that seeks fame without it will find fame 
only in prison records or on the gallows. And any young 
man can set it down for a certainty that the training of 
the U.S. Army will pay him well in every way—will 
make him, if he take it honestly, a better man and a 
better citizen.” It is unfortunate that not all news- 
papers have the clear understanding of the advantages of 
Army training that characterizes the utterances of the 
Inter-Ocean.

That the contention of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
for years, that the relation of the Organized Militia to 
the question of national defense cannot be too clearly 
defined in the laws of the country, is justified by the 
difference of opinion among well informed men, is shown 
by -the letter in another column from Major John 
Bigelow, jr., relative to the allegiance of the Militia and 
the Regular Army. While some may believe that this 
difference is only one of terminology, the views of our 
correspondent indicate the persistence of the idea that 
in some mysterious way the duty of the state troops may 
at some time be antagonistic to the demands of the 
nation. Many are still in doubt as to the power of the 
President to call the National Guard directly into the 
United States service for duty in territory outside 
the limits of the Union, despite the efforts of the new 
Militia law to give to the powers of the President in this 
respect a clearer definition. The tendency of the present 
laws more nearly conforming state troops to the standards 
of the Regular Army is to do away with the distinctions 
in service between national and state soldiers, distinc- 
tions which now give rise to such opinions as those 
expressed by Major Bigelow. In-time, no doubt, the 
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sphere of the organized state forces will be defined with 
a precision that will make useless academic hair-splitting 
about allegiance to this form or that form of government. 
Allegiance to the organization representing a people is 
definite; allegiance to a people against their government 
means rebellion. The three tailors of Tooley street right- 
fully spoke in the name of the people of England, for 
what we all mean by the people is such among the people 
as agree with us in opinion on some political question 
which we and those sympathizing with us regard as of 
such vital importance that we are willing to suffer and 
perhaps die for it; it may be the doctrines of Puritan 
belief as at one time, the institution of slavery or state 
rights as at another time. 
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It has been claimed, as an argument against fortifying 
the Panama Canal, that while England owns and controls 
the Suez Canal she has not a single land battery bearing 
on the canal or its approaches. This is literally true, as 
far as the canal proper is concerned. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that the canal constitutes only a small 
portion of the waterway connecting the Arabian and 
Mediterranean Seas. After passing through the Gulf of 
Aden, which is an arm of the Arabian Sea, the Straits 
of Bab-el-Mandeb are entered, thence into the Red Sea 
and Gulf of Suez to Suez, Egypt, a distance of 1,305 
nautical miles. From Suez to Port Said, the Mediterra- 
nean entrance to the canal, is a distance of eighty-eight 
nautical miles, or 100 English miles. In the Straits of 
Bab-el-Mandeb England owns and occupies the island 
of Perim, which easily commands the channels, which 
at that point are not to exceed two miles wide. The 
island of Perim is occupied as a wireless telegraph sta- 
tion, with a small guard of British troops. 

As to the significance of this, certain other facts may 
be taken into consideration. Malta is only 900 miles 
from the Mediterranean entrance to the canal. At Malta 
there will be found permanently stationed a fleet of British 
battleships the equal at least of our “Big Sixteen.” 
At Aden, 190 miles from the island of Perim, is a garri- 
son of not less than 6,000 British and Indian troops, kept 
there ostensibly to protect Aden. As a matter of fact, 
Aden is there to accommodate the garrison, Perim is so 
situated that it could be made practically impregnable, 
and, with submarine mining at its present state of 
development, could effectually close the Straits of Bab- 
el-Mandeb. It can hardly be presumed that England has 
overlooked the possibility of being able, if necessary, to 
throw a force on to the island of Perim and speedily 
fortify it. Temporary fortifications, while not economical, 
may be made none the less effectual. There is no 
parallel between the situation at Panama and Suez, for 
the reason that England controls the only possible loca- 
tion between Aden and Malta on which fortifications 
could be erected capable of controlling and defending the 
entrance to the canal, and can speedily put it in condi- 
tion fer defense. From this it may be seen that, while 
the Suez Canal has no fortifications, it is within the 
power of England to place them there and close the canal 
at will. The ability and preparedness for this has un- 
doubtedly in the past rendered the actual fortification 
of Perim Island unnecessary. ‘These conditions do not 
exist at Panama. 
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The decrease in deaths from smallpox in the Philip- 
pines bears testimony to the, benefits to the native 
population, in one respect at least, of the change from 
Spanish to American rule. In the Medical Record Dr. 
Robert Olesen says that under the Spanish rule the 
death rate from smallpox was often 400 during one 
week. With the advent of the Americans and their 
policy of persistent vaccination a great reduction in the 
number of cases and deaths from smallpox became 
apparent. No death from smallpox has occurred in 
Manila since June 15, 1909. During July, 1909, there 
were twenty-one deaths from smallpox in the city of 
Tloilo, which ranks next in importance to Manila. At 
that time the sanitary administration was notoriously 
lax. Representations to the provincial authorities that 
human life was being unnecessarily sacrificed resulted in 
an active campaign of vaccination. During August, 
when the work began, twelve deaths were reported; 
during September eight, and in October one. Systematic 
vaccination was begun in the province:of Ambos Cama- 
rines in September, 1906. The result was a reduction in 
deaths from 280 to eight. In Pampanga Province, as 
the result of vaccination, there were no deaths in 1908 
or 1909. The experience with vaccination in the island 
of Cebu, which is the most densely populated section 
in the archipelago, is extremely interesting. Prior to 
1905 there was an annual death rate from smallpox of 
between 3,000 and 4,000. Following the wholesale 
vaccination of 1905-1906 there was a reduction in the 
mortality to ninety-four deaths in 1907 and eighty-four 
deaths in 1908. Unfortunately vaccination was _ sus- 
pended during 1907 and 1908. In 1909 there was an 
jncrease in the mortality to 736. As a result of this 
recrudescence the unprotected children were vaccinated 
and a large portion of the general population revacci- 
nated.

What will become of the military appropriations in 
the future if the Army has to make good the loss to 
Atlantic coast resorts caused by Sunday rains brought 
on by the firing of heavy ordnance? We are moved to 
these alarming conjectures by reports of the consideration 
by the British House of Commons of a demand that the 
Admiralty permit no target practice during the harvest 
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season, so that as little rain as possible will be produced. 
The Chief Lord of the Admiralty promptly denied that 
naval gunnery had any effect upon rainfall, but this 
denial was not accepted as conclusive. Then the secre- 
tary of the Royal Meteorological Society, in obvious 
disregard of the habitual humidity in England, said: 
“When the air is dry no ordinary firing could make it 
wet, though if there is considerable humidity in the 
atmosphere gun practice might be followed by a fall of 
rain.” It will be remembered that Navy target practice 
along the New England coast resulted several years ago 
in bills being sent to Rear Admiral Evans, commanding 
the Atlantic Fleet, for all sorts of damage allegedly done 
by the concussion from the big guns. In the future, 
perhaps, the Navy, too, will face bills for drowning out 
Farmer Jones’s cabbage crop, or the summer resort 
keepers may claim damages from the accidental rain- 
makers of the Navy. 








In discussing the difficulties of keeping up recruiting 
in the National Guard, Major A. B. Quarrier, of the 
12th New York, in a letter published in another column, 
calls attention to a factor in the maintenance of Militia 
organizations which, perhaps, has not been sufficiently 
emphasized heretofore, namely, the changing of abodes 
on the part of militiamen. There can be little doubt 
that there is far more moving about in our cities than 
was customary a generation ago, or even two decades 
ago. The nomadic tendency in our urban population is 
becoming more and more pronounced with the years. 
Restlessness is a marked characteristic of our city people 
that was little noticed thirty years ago. This desire to 
change is not confined to the humbler classes of society. 
That part of our society designated by the term “the 
upper classes” displays this tendency in marked degree. 
A home in the country and one in the city are insufficient 
for many of these people. They must have homes in 
foreign countries as well, to which they can flee when 
their nervous systems are in need of repair. The build- 
ing of new lines of communication to the suburbs invites 
change of address. One may settle in a neighborhood 
with every intention of making it his permanent domicile. 
Within a few years, so rapid is the extension of street 
car and subway lines, new sections are opened up for 
homes, and he finds that a change may benefit his purse, 
his own health or that of his family. The great distances 
into the suburbs to which one can travel now tends to 
lure a city dweller away from the center of the town, 
and, as armories do not follow people into the outskirts, 
militiamen find it increasingly a burden to return home 
late at night after the armory duties are done. Major 
Quarrier speaks from the viewpoint of an officer who 
only recently left the position of a company commander 
to be a field officer, and who has for some years faced 
the question of keeping old members and getting new 
ones. 


In a tone of great mental distress the New York 
World of March 31, referring to the explanation that 
the troops were ordered to Texas for maneuvers, asked : 
“In all these weeks what maneuvers have there been?” 
This query suggests the famous reply of the man who 
said that he couldn’t see the city because of the houses. 
So the World has been unable to see the maneuvers 
because of their number. The very railway travel of 
the troops to Texas was a maneuver, and a big one. 
It involved a most important problem in logistics, the 
transportation of soldiers and their’ supplies. If the 
World would restrict a reply to the actual work of 
the troops in Texas, we would recommend the reading 
of the ARMy AND Navy JouURNAL’s account of the 
activities of the men under Major General Carter. One 
piece of work we would especially call to the attention 
of our Park Row neighbor. That is the march of Smith’s 
brigade, two thousand strong, from San Antonio to 
Leon Springs, a distance of twenty-three and a half 
miles. Included in the results of this was a test of tho 
portability of the field ovens. The field oven is one of the 
most important parts of an army’s field equipment, and 
it cannot be tried out in so effective a way as by such 
a trial as is given to it in the march of a brigade. There 
has been nothing but maneuvers from the very beginning 
of the movements, but perhaps the World believes that 
sham battles, with thrilling charges and much burning 
of blank cartridges. We would suggest that the World 
write to some of the “hikers” now in Texas and see what 
they think of its doubt as to the existence of maneuvers 
there. 
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For the first time in the history of the Engineer Corps 
some time next summer examinations for the admission 
of civilian candidates to the corps will be conducted. 
Owing to the legislation passed last session there will 
be at least fifteen vacancies in the rank of lieutenant this 
year when the class graduates from West Point. As 
the detail from the Military Academy is not likely to 
furnish a sufficient number of candidates it will be 
necessary to draw from civil life to fill the vacancies in 
the corps. Civilians who have taken a course in one of 
the large technical schools are eligible, but their exami- 
nation for admission to the corps will probably be a very 
exacting one. 
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According to the Paris Temps, the Turkish government 
has placed orders for two large steamships with British 
shipbuilding yards, and for two similar vessels with the 
Saint Nazaire yards, and has thus begun to give effect 
to the project for the creation of a Turkish auxiliary 
fleet which was recently voted by the Turkish Chamber. 
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The bayonet as a stimulus to relief work, and as an 
aid in arousing native sluggishness to an appreciation of 
the duty owed to suffering humanity, seems to have 
been effective in Batangas Province, P.I., following the 
eruption of the Taal volcano, about fifty miles from 
Manila, on Jan. 30 last. The Military Digest of the 
Philippines, which prints excellent pictures of the erup- 
tion, says: “The Filipinos of Batangas Province sat 
idly by and saw their own people in need of help and 
moved not a finger to assist them in any way until they 
were forced to at the point of the bayonet.” To Capt. 
Willis C. Metcalf, Q.M., U.S.A., Majors Sweet and 
Grove, of the Constabulary, and American civilian offi- 
cials, it says, is due nearly all the credit for what relief 
work was done. The people of Manila made no effort 
to assist, discrediting the reports of the disaster, al- 
though the reports of the catastrophe were numerous and 
authentic. ‘The official count showed 1,300 dead, while 
many bodies were buried so deep they will never be 
found. Only five persons escaped from the island on 
which the volcano was situated, out of a population of 
between 500 and 600. As soon as news of the disaster 
reached the Army authorities Captain Metcalf was sent 
to the scene in command of the Army Burial Corps. It 
fell to this corps to bury nearly all the bodies of those 
killed in the eruption. The earthquakes resulting from 
the eruption were plainly felt in Manila, but did no 
damage. The total number of quakes registered during 
the eruption and immediately after was 964, which is 
said by the Digest to be a world’s record. This was the 
first serious eruption of the voleano since 1754. The 
prompt work of the Army Burial Corps in disposing of 
the dead contributed greatly to the saving of life in pre- 
venting the spread of infection. ‘Whatever native assist- 
ance was given was prompted by military measures of 
coercion. Whether through a natural heartlessness or a 
feeling of fatalism the natives stand helpless in the face 
of a great calamity that would only spur Occidental peo- 
ples to displays of energy and sympathy. 





The appearance of American seamen in French waters 
during the recent cruise of our Battleship Fleet seems 
to have had a valuable educational influence upon French 
opinion concerning our Navy. A naval critic who visited 
the U.S.S. Louisiana noted the absence of encumbrance 
on the decks, including the upper deck; the atmosphere 
of cleanliness and comfort everywhere perceptible, the 
neatness of the sailors’ dress and the obvious proof 
the men gave of contentment with their lot. The food 
was delicious, the officers were excellent, and the pay 
also, that of the seaman equaling the pay of a sublieu- 
tenant of the second class in France. he prompt re- 
sponse of the men to the boatswain’s whistle humiliated 
the Frenchman, accustomed to the dramatic air and the 
shower of blows accompanying obedience to such a call 
on board a French war vessel. The brutalizing treatment 
of the men customary on a French vessel was entirely 
lacking on the American ship. From reveille until noon 
the American seaman is kept busied with useful and 
instructive work, and, with the exception of the furth 
of the engineers, everyone has complete rest in the after- 
noon except for trifling tasks which may come up at 
the moment. The Frenchmen, from the time they get 
up until they go to bed, are occupied with fastidious 
theories and interminable drills. While the matter of 
cleanliness is neglected in the French navy, the Americans 
are provided with abundant bathing facilities and have 
every opportunity to gratify their taste for cleanliness. A 
complete bath is obligatory morning and evening, and 
may be taken as much oftener as desired, hot water being 
provided. ‘The up-to-date barber shop of the American 
ship is contrasted with the “boite a friser” (hair curling 
box) of the French trumpeters. The French visitor, 
who reports his experiences in Le Yacht, was further 
impressed with the “hall of honor,’ the trophy room, on 
board the Tennessee, where, among many other things, 
he noted the shovels handled by Taft and Roosevelt, 
thus doing honor to the useful and self-respecting stokers. 
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On March 31 another important movement was made 
in the prosecution of the Army longevity pay claims 
under the Watson decision. By recent decisions of the 
accounting officers of the Treasury a very considerable 
number of these claims have been paid in accordance 
with the decision of the Supreme Court in the Watson 
case. Unfortunately those claimants who filed their 
claims promptly after the Watson decision have received 
nothing, because the present comptroller has ruled that 
he cannot reopen the settlements made by the former 
second comptroller in 1890 adverse to the oficers. Col. 
Albert Todd, who was one of these unfortunate officers 
who lost by his promptness, upon rejection ef his claim 
by the auditor and comptroller, has now gone, through 
his attorneys, King and King, of Washington, D.C., to 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. He 
has asked that court to issue a writ of mandamus to 
the Auditor for the War Department and Comptroller 
of the Treasury, requiring them to consider and allow 
his claim in accordance with the decision in the Watson 
ease. A rule was issued by the court upon these officers 
to show cause why the writ of mandamus should not 
issue and this was set down for hearing on April 21. A 
final decision of the case cannot be expected for some 
time, as either party will undoubtedly appeal to the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia, whatever 
decision may be rendered. Nearly all the claims for 
longevity pay which can be disposed of by the accounting 
officers under their existing rules of decision have now 
been acted on and the allowance of further claims de- 
pends upon the outcome of this suit. 
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A correspondent writes: “Major Gaston, 1881, is 
now a lieutenant colonel, it appears. Such being the case 
how is it that Majors Sands, Trippe, Foltz, Scott (W.S.), 
Tate and Goode, who all entered the Service at least a 
year in advance of the date Colonel Gaston was com- 
missioned, are not also promoted? Another question 
seriously troubling me is: When Major Benson, 1883, is 
promoted will he take up the following majors who were 


originally commissioned ahead of him, viz.: Sands, 
Trippe, Dickman, Foltz, Gardner, Carleton, Dugan, Allen. 
Forsyth, Scott (W. S.), Tate, Goode and Waterman? If 
not, why not? If those mentioned in the second query 
came in the Service a year before Major Benson was 
commissioned where in the readjustment should he be 


promoted and they left as majors? They will certainly 
be losing in lineal rank, will they not?’ Major Gaston 
was entitled to promotion under the general law govern- 
ing promotions by seniority. Majors Sands, Trippe, 
Foltz, Scott, Tate and Goode were not entitled to 
promotion under the general law, nor would any one of 
them have attained the rank of lieutenant colonel had 
promotion always been lineal. Therefore they were not 
entitled to promotion under the Readjustment bill. 
When Major Benson is promoted he will not take up 
any one, but each of the officers mentioned will go to 
the grade of lieutenant colonel as in the order they would 
have been promoted had promotions always been lineal. 
The law does not pretend to correct promotions in the 
lineal rank. It simply guarantees to every officer the 
grade or grades he would have attained had promotions 
always been lineal. This is to be done without depriving 
other officers of promotions which they are entitled to 
under existing law. 





The manufacturing plant at the Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R.I., though in its infancy in the matter of 


torpedo building, is doing its work much more cheaply than, 


torpedoes can be purchased abroad, according to Rear 
Admiral N. E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance of the Navy Department. The same type of 
Weymouth torpedoes which were purchased in England 
for $3,200 each, plus the duty of forty-five per cent. and 
other expenses, which really means $4,600 apiece, have 
been manufactured at the torpedo station in the first lot 
of twenty at a cost of $4,100. “This manufacturing 
plant,” says the Newport Herald, “at the same time has 
repaired all the torpedoes in service, supplied all spare 
parts, in addition to building the twenty torpedoes. The 
new torpedoes will soon be completed in all details and 
ready for testing on the range in Narragansett Bay, and 
then they will be ready to be served to the warships. 
With the building of the next lot there is every reason 
to believe the expense will be even cheaper. ‘The fuel 
engine at the station, which is run by one man, is now 
running the entire manufacturing, and is supplyig elec- 
tric currents for the power plant. It has served to cut 
down the price of power to about one-quarter of what 
is used to cost. A torpedo range is being laid out off 
the north end of Conanicut Island, and in a short time 
the testing of torpedoes and the instruction of the mem- 
bers of the seamen gunners’ class in torpedo work will 
be started with the aid of the torpedoboat Vesuvius. 
Last season 1,000 torpedoes were fired on the range, 
which is a remarkable showing. Foundations for the 
second wireless! tower are about ready for the stee} 
workers to start} erecting the new tower.” 





“Some queer persons,” says the Macomb (Ill.) Journal, 
“are forever giving out figures to prove what a useless 
and costly thing the U.S. Army is. Well, what is the 
Army good for? In the current news of the day we find 
an easy answer ‘or two, says the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 
We are linking the oceans at Panama. Several distin- 
“guished civilians undertook to manage the work. They 
became involved’ in controversies and scandals. They 
ran away. ‘Then the work was turned over to the U.S. 
Army. And the Army is doing it—without boasting, 
without front page advertising, without scandal—just 
doing it, and not only doing it honestly. but doing it so 
fast that February’s work exceeded all records, and the 
canal is three-quarters done! Again, there is widespread 
turbulence in the republic next door. The governmental 
machine seemed going to pieces. Thousands of American 
lives and nearly two billions of American property were 
in danger of sinking into a bloody chaos. But our Army 
is on the border calling a halt. It is reading the riot 
act to Mexico. It hasn’t fired a shot, and probably will 
not, but kecause Mexican rioters know how quick and 
straight the Army can shoot the Mexican riot is subsid- 
ing. That is what our Army is good for—to do things 
that others would not or could not do. Shame on the 
Americans who won’t see this truth and libel as brave 
men as ever marched under a flag!” 
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That many a serious word is spoken in jest is proved 
by the remarks of our merry contemporary, Life, which, 
in its issue of March 16, said: “It’s time we abandoned 
any particular respect for the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ as 
a national air or that some steps should be taken to 
prevent its use as a stage property. We need a deterrent 
for managers without any claims to either patriotism or 
good taste. When the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ is played 
simply for effect in a theater a number of persons 
struggle shamefacedly to their feet to show their respect 
for the anthem. They would increase their respect for 
it, and their motive would not be mistaken, if they hissed 
the management which made this cheap use of a credit- 
able impulse.” That some theatrical people understand 
this misuse of popular love for the flag is indicated in 
a vaudeville sketch entitled, “The School of Acting,” in 
which a woman playwright says: “Don’t you think that 
part grand where I wave the American flag as the troops 
pass by,” and the hard-hearted man replies, “Yes, there 
is many a worthless play that has been saved by the 
good old flag.” Life’s suggestion that the playing of 
the anthem be discouraged by hissing does credit to its 
patriotic spirit, but unfortunately the hissers might be 
misunderstood, and might be roughly treated by an 
indignant audience. 
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The question of retiring aged National Guard officers 
is a troublesome one in some states. In an open letter 
published on April 1 Q.M. Gen. C. Edward Murray, 
N.G.N.J., criticises the Meyer bill prescribing a change 
in the powers of courts-martial, so that officers of the New 
Jersey Guard may be retired at the age of sixty-four 
years. General Murray holds that Section 115 of the 
act governing the National Guard gives ample provision 
for courts of inquiry to examine into the capacity of 
officers and to direct their retirement, if necessary, 
“without subjecting them to the odium and lasting stigma 
of a court-martial.” He maintains also that such a 
court-martial would be a violation of the Constitution. 
On this point he says: “Such action by a court-martial 
is in direct violation of Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 6, of the 
Constitution, which provides that ‘No commissioned 
officer shall be removed from office but by sentence of a 
court-martial,’ and the Articles of War define the 





offenses which would subject an officer to this action, and 
old age is not one of them. Now, in order to bring an 
officer within the provisions of the above quoted extract, 


he must have been guilty of some offense committed in 
violation of the National Guard laws, such offenses being 
the same as those defined by Articles of War.” 





A test horseback ride of 500 kilometers (312 miles) 
organized by the Paris Matin started on March 15, 
participated in by 203 French officers of the “seconde 
ligne,” which corresponds to our National Guard. The 
ride was to be in eight daily stages of sixty-three kilo- 
meters (about thirty-nine miles), with a day of rest 
after the fifth stage. There was a choice of four routes, 
departing from Saint-Orner, Rennes, Nancy or Brive, 
and ending at Paris. Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt, of 
the New York National Guard, who is abroad; writes 
that riders and horses reached the end of the first stage 
in excellent condition, and adds: “According to our 
population we should be able to put 500 or more National 
Guard officers in the field for a similar athletic test of 
man and beast. Do you think we could do it? We Anglo- 
Saxons think we are great stayers in athletics, baseball, 
football, rowing, running, etc. But here is an actually 
useful test due to military training. Could we put up 
anything like it? Can the Boston ‘peace-at-any-price’ 
people put an equal number of horsemen in the field with 
an equal knowledge of hippology and an equal athletic 
training? No one but a soldier is ready to sacrifice 
himself, his comfort, his repose, to a test of this sort.” 





The sending of a wireless message over the Atlantic, 
a distance of 2,500 miles from a ship at sea to England, 
was reported by the White Star Dominion liner Megantic, 
which arrived at Halifax March 25 from Liverpool. 
While off the coast the Megantic sent a wireless despatch 
to Liverpool via Poldhu, Cornwall. The message was 
received, and when the ship docked a reply by cable 
was handed to the purser. San Francisco experimenters 
who used high-flying kites as receivers for wireless tele- 
graph msesages reported on March 25 that they heard 
distinctly calls from San Juan, Porto Rico; Washington. 
D.C.; Key West, Fla.; Brooklyn Navy Yard, Colon, 
Guantanamo, Cuba, and the station at Otichishi, Japan, 
which is 4,900 miles distant. The receiving aerials were 
strung between two pairs of 16-foot kites, which rose to 
a height estimated at 1,500 feet. A press despatch states 
that reports of these experimenters, who are not named, 
are being prepared for transmission to the War Depart- 
ment, together with suggestions for the use of such an 
apparatus for the detection of distant activities of 
enemies. 


Notwithstanding G.O. 7, 1910, of the Army Service 
Schools, and Lieut. George Steunenberg’s poems on 
the “Feline Curse” and the “Canine Curse,’ written 
for the ARMY AND Navy JourNat, the cats and dogs 
have “come back” to Leavenworth, in consequence of 
which the commandant has issued additional orders, 
which provide, in part, that “All dogs, muzzled or un- 
muzzled, Tegistered or not, found at large between retreat 
and reveille will be taken to the post veterinary hospital 
by members of the guard or patrols sent out for the 
purpose to be destroyed. No cats, confined or unconfined, 
will be allowed on the reservation. Persons desiring to 
have their cats killed, who do not wish to do so them- 
selves, may take them to the veterinary hospital, where 
they will be humanely put to death by means of 
chloroform. If cats cannot be caught, shotguns may he 
used by officers and members of the guard, provided 
every precaution is taken to avoid accidents. Until 
further orders no person on the reservation will acquire 
any additional dogs or cats.” 
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Telegrams dated Victoria, B.C., April 3, state that 
fears of invasion by the Japanese are maintained by the 
newspapers of the Antipodes, according to advice re- 
ceived by the Makura. W. J. Watriams, King of the 
Loyalty Islands, has addressed petitions both to Great 
Britain and French officers, asking that a protectorate 
be declared over the islands to prevent their being taken 
by Japan. The King writes that Japanese are crowding 
into New Caledonia and have installed a wireless station 
in the Loyalty Islands. He says that he fears the 
Japanese are preparing a base that could be used for an 
attack on Australia. 
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The twenty-sixth annual reunion and dinner of the 
graduates of the Naval Academy will take place on 
Thursday, June 1, 1911, the day before graduation day. 
The classes of ’81, ’86 and ’91 will have large delega- 
tions at the reunion, it being the thirtieth anniversary 
of ’81, the twenty-fifth of ’86 and the twentieth of ’9i.

While English clergymen of all denominations were 
preaching and praying for arbitration, and thanking God 
for such public leaders as President Taft and Sir Edward 
Grey, Canon Carey, of York Cathedral, told his hearers 
that peace had greater dangers than war. He said that 
the character of a nation never degenerated in war times 
as it did during periods of peace. There was no substi- 
tute for war which was able to call forth as it did 
enthusiasm, love of adventure, heroism and self-sacrifice. 





The latest form of Service impostor has been arrested 
in Hagerstown, Md., in the person of Herbert K, Devond, 
a deserter from the U.S. Marine Corps, who opened a 
bogus recruiting office in the Hotel Clarion, in Hagers- 
town, where he entertained the recruits that he enlisted, 
contracting a bill amounting to over $300, besides obtain- 
ing various sums of money which D. H. Morin, 
proprietor of the hotel, claims to have advanced to him, 
Uncle Sam being expected to pay the whole account. 





Although the career of the 50-ton hammer at the 
Krupp works was ended March 4, 1911, as stated last 
week, the great tool did not “collapse.” It did its last 
piece of work in best style, but as this kind of work is 
nowadays done by more powerful presses more cheaply 
and efficiently the old veteran tool will be dismounted. 
The event was celebrated by ete, 
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TEXAS CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 


The current newspaper discussion concerning the 
formation of an Army division in Texas is idle in view 
of the fact that, whatever reference it may have to the 
possible contingencies of the future, its immediate pur- 
pose and effect are the instruction of our Army in mat- 
ters concerning which it has. sore need of instruction. 
The forces under the command of Major General Carter 
are justifying the designation given to them as the 
Maneuver Division. The concentration of the troops at 
San Antonio, Texas, furnishes the War Department with 
its first opportunity to organize a complete division as 
provided in the Field Service Regulations, which have 
recently undergone revision. The division is the great 
administrative and tactical unit, and forms the basis 
for Army organization; hence the importance of testing 
its organization rather than that of smaller or larger 
units. 

The division is a complete military organization. It 
has in it all arms of the Service, and is accompanied 
by the necessary supplies of food, forage, bakeries and 
ammunition to make it independent and self-reliant. If 
it operates along a railroad it is an easy matter for its 
wagons to bring its provisions to it one day after 
another ; if it cuts loose from the railroad it is supposed 
to carry with it in its accompanying wagons and supply 
trains enough food to support it for a week on full 
rations, or for a longer period on reduced rations. If it 
has to cross an unfordable stream which is not bridged, 
it has with its battalion of engineers sufficient pontoon 
matériel to. build a bridge 425 yards long. If it should 
meet an enemy and become engaged, it has with it in its 
wagons enough ammunition to insure the supply lasting 
to the end of the engagement. And for its four am- 
bulance companies and field hospitals, besides all the 
regimental medical arrangements, are ample to take care 
of its sick and wounded. 

The efficiency of a division, and hence of field armies, 
which are made up of two or more divisions united 
under one commander, depends on all these various ele- 
ments of the division being in proper proportion and 
good working order. The only way in time of peace to 
find out whether this is the case is to get the division 
together and try it out; ‘this is what is being done at 
San Antonio. With few exceptions officers have never 
seen a division together and they have only a general 
idea of what such a body of troops is like, or the serious 
problems connected with its administration and move- 
ment, For example, a division stretched out on the 
road in regular marching order, with its advance guard, 
its long columns of supply trains and other impedimenta, 
is from ten to twelve miles long. If the units dt the 
head of such a long column should meet an enemy they 
would be engaged for a couple of hours before the last 
units at the tail of, the column could come to their as- 
sistance. This and many other similar factors have to 
be taken into consideration by the commander of the 
division when he is operating in the face of the enemy. 

The division, as stated above, must be self-supporting, 
and this ineans that it must have along with it at all 
times a vast number of wagons. But wagons are no 
good in a fight, and hence every one that is not neces- 
sary is a drag on the division. This concentration at 
San Antonio gives us an opportunity to find out whether 
we have more wagons than we need. 

A division has with it a full regiment of cavalry, 
whose task is to operate in its front and on its flanks 
and protect it from surprise by an enemy, and to secure 
all the information it can for the commander of the 
division. It is possible that this regiment is too much 
cavalry to perform these duties, or it may be too little. 
- is concentration gives us a chance to find out about 
this. 

The battalion of engineers with a division is intended 
to lay: out trenches, build bridges and field fortifications 
and do other work which naturally falls to the engineers, 
and they are organized with this purpose in view. This 
concentration gives us a chance to see whether its or- 
ganization is adapted to that object. 

The two companies of Signal Corps troops are to lay 
field wires along the ground when the division is on the 
march, thus keeping it connected up with its base in 
rear, to connect up the brigades, the artillery and the 
cavalry with the division commander when the. division 
is fighting and to communicate with distant points by 
wireless. Its organization for this purpose is very com- 
plicated, and this camp of instruction will show whether 
their organization is well balanced. The Signal Corps 
has just received a new adjunct in the form of the aero- 
plane, which is in an experimental stage, and its possi- 
bilities and limitations are mere speculation. The recent 
appropriation of Congress for aeroplanes for the Army, 
together with this camp of instruction, furnishes us 
with an opportunity for thoroughly trying out the aero- 
plane under Service conditions. 

Similarly with ‘the field hospitals, ambulance com- 
panies, ammunition columns, supply columns, machine- 
gun companies, etc., the organizations of all of which 
are more or less theoretical with us, will be given a 
thorough practical test. 

In connection with the infantry division there has 
been organized a cavalry brigade, The special duty of 
the cavalry in war is to overthrow the hostile cavalry 
and keep it from obtaining information of us while we 
open the way for our own cavalry to get information of 
the enemy. This has to be done with large bodies of 
cavalry; regiments and squadrons are too weak for this 
purpose. Cavalry officers, with rare exceptions, have 
never had an opportunity to handle larger portions of 
cavalry than a regiment. This camp of instruction 
gives them this opportunity. There is a widespread feel- 
ing in the Cavalry that its organization of its regiment 
is antiquated, and various new organizations will be 
tried out in the instruction camp with the idea of de- 
veloping the one which is best suited to the mission of 
the Cavalry. 

Field Service Regulations provide that companies, 
battalions. and regiments in time of war will have a 
strength almost double that which they have in peace, 
yet our officers are seldom given an opportunity to work 
with these larger war-time units. Advantage is being 
taken of this instruction camp to raise a few of.the -regi- 
ments of Infantry and Cavalry to war strength, that 
officers may form some idea of the units that they will 
have to command in time of war. : 

he War Department has recently adopted a new 
equipment for our Infantry. It is believed to be the 
best in the world, but cannot be. determined until it has 
been tried under service conditions. The instruction 
camp will give it this trial. The cavalry board is also 
working out a new cavalry equipment, and the experience 





of thig camp will be of value to the board and give it an 
opportunity to try out various equipments that are pro- 


The above are a few uses that will be made of this 
camp of instruction. Nothing is said of the vast amount 
of valuable experience obtained by the General Staff and 
staff bureaus, the department and post commanders, 
organization commanders and railroads as a result of 
the bringing together, without previous notice, this num- 
ber of troops. 
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CANDID CONGRESSMAN ON THE CANAL. 

It would be a good thing if there were more public 
men as frank to admit their errors of judgment as 
Congressman John W. Langley, of Kentucky, one of the 
Congressional party that has just returned from Panama. 
This is his third trip to the canal. His first two visits 
seemed to prove to him that the canal could not be 
finished on time and that the cost would be far greater 
than that stated in the official estimates off the Army 
Engineers. “But these notions have all been dispelled,” 
said Mr. Langley on his return to Washington on March 
26, with the air of one who was eager to atone for his 
former criticisms. “One must make several visits to the 
canal before one’s opinion regarding it can be of much 
value,” advice we would recommend to such early critics 
as Poultney Bigelow. 

‘I was greatly astonished by the progress made since 
last winter,” added Mr. Langley. “The canal is now 
more than three-quarters done, and it is only a question 
of a little more digging, dam building and dredging. The 
question of slides is no longer a menace, nor even a 
problem. They have dug so near to the canal bottom and 
made such accurate tests that they are now able to 
approximate with practical certainty that the total slide 
material will not exceed 12,000,000 cubic yards. Half 
of this mass has been removed, and the effect of the rest 
has been all discounted and planned for. It will neither 
advance the date of completion nor push the cost beyond 
the announced limit. Doubts as to the sufficiency of the 
water supply to maintain Gatun Lake at the required 
level are baseless. Exhaustive tests, based on area 
measurement and rainfall computations, show there is 
no danger in this direction. As the work has developed 
the impracticability of the sea level ditch became mani- 
fest. especially in the slant of the bank on each side.” 

The decision to fortify the canal is in line with our 
plain duty, the Kentucky member believes. “While many 
men have earned great credit in this work, I think 
Colonel Goethals is easily entitled to first honors. His 
name and that of Colonel Roosevelt will shine resplendent 
in the history of the canal. Dislike of the American flag 
and suspicion of our motives among the natives are fast 
giving place to genuine respect for both, and the Zone 
is rapidly becoming a really desirable place for Amer- 
icans to live. The climate is just as healthful as in the 
States. The soil is most fertile, and the country excel- 
lent for grazing and farming. It is a rather inviting 
place for home seekers. Our homestead laws should be 
extended to the lands our Government owns there.” Mr. 
Langley would Americanize the citizenship on the Zone 
as far as possible, an aid to which action would be to 
give preference in homesteading lands to those who have 
devoted several years of their lives to the canal work. 
By thus Americanizing the residents the Zone could be 
policed by American citizens.

THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 


FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION. 

Pursuant to the call of the President, the Sixty-second 
Congress assembled in special session on Monday, April 
38. Unless this Congress differs widely from its prede- 
eessors, little other than the special legislation for which 
it is convened will be voted upon, though no opportunity 
will be lost by the friends of important legislation which 
failed of passage in the recent Congress to reintroduce 
these measures. As the House committees have all been 
selected and the Senate committees are expected to be 
completed in two weeks, the Congress is ready, if so dis- 
posed, to consider in committee any measures introduced. 

Among the first score of bills introduced in the House 
on the opening day was General Sherwood’s Dollar-a-day 
Pension bill.

JAPAN’S GAIN FROM MILITARISM. 


The Japanese do not hesitate to ascribe to their success 
in war the recognition accorded them in the family ot 
nations. They are not ashamed to attribute to war 
their present standing as one of the great nations of the 
earth. In the Oriental Economic Review, published in 
New York city by Motosada Zumoto, a Japanese, a 
contrast is drawn in the following vigorous language 
between the visionary efforts of mistaken reformers to 
advance the position of Japan and the progress it has 
made through its development as a military power: 
“More than two decades ago some radicals thought to 
improve the racial features of the Japanese by means of 
intermarriage with the Caucasian race. A leading states- 
man entertained the idea of transplanting the Church 
of England to Japanese soil because it embodied his pet 
theory of limited monarchism, and a foreign friend of 
Japan suggested the adoption of English as the national 
language. All these absurd views were advanced from 
a blind eagerness to convince the civilized world that 
Japan was a member of it by right. is recognition 
was not actually given to it until the fighting qualities 
of the nation were demonstrated. Not from mixed mar- 
riage, but through sanitary and hygienic measures, is 
the physique of the rising generation noticeably improv- 


The closed door which Japan established, and 
which Commodore Perry broke down, the Review claims, 
was due to the desire of Japan to protect itself against 
Portuguese and Spanish Christians and other foreign 
propagandists, who, in their effort to force their religion 
upon the natives, threatened political disturbance and 
territorial aggression. Because of alleged chemical tricks 
of certain missionaries who sought to delude the people, 
the Japanese came to believe that Christianity was 
merely witchery and an “evil” faith. The rise of Japan 
to a military power was owing to its awakening to the 
fact that during the period of its closed door policy 
the lines of Western aggression had been steadily grow- 
ing closer and closer to the doors of the Mikado’s empire, 
and that there was no time to lose if the people wished 
to save themselves from the imposition of foreign rule. 

The sanitary and hygienic measures of which the Oriental 
editor speaks were the outgrowth of the military system, 
and, being attended with such success in the Army, 
proved their value to the general population. We have 
already spoken of the fact that the necessity of develop- 
ing cavalrymen for their army has resulted in the Mikado 
using his influence to lengthen the legs of his subjects 
with exercises tending to improve the lower limbs and 
by official disapproval of the century-old practice of 
sitting when at work, where people of Western nations 
would stand. If the physical improvement which the 
army has set afoot in Japan continues, a few generations 
will see the physique’ of the country so changed that the 
natives will no longer be a squat people. The military 
authorities have been quick to see the importance to 
the soldier of the game of baseball, and already that 
game has had so great a growth in Japan that it is 
predicted by Spalding’s “College Baseball Annual for 
1911” that within a decade the game will be the national 
sport of that country. The American college baseball 
team that toured Japan in 1910 found the native players 
worthy opponents in every game. In a year or’ two, 
if the progress continues, the players of Japan will be 
on a par with the average ’varsity nine of the United 
States. This year a team of Japanese players is ex- 
pected to tour the United States to show the advance 
the natives have made in athletic ability. Baseball 
players in the Army and Navy may form an idea of the 
excellence of the play of the Japanese by considering 
the fact that in the game with the nine of the Keio 
University the American team was able to score only 
three runs against one of their adversaries. The fielding 
work of the Orientals was so fine that only three errors 
were marked against them. The Japanese pitcher held 
the American nine down to six hits.

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WITH THE ARMY IN TEXAS. 


The Outlook has a special correspondent with the 
Army in Texas, from whose communication in the num- 
ber of the Outlook for April 1 we take the following 
extracts: 

From the towers of the garrison post at Fort Sam 
Houston one looks eastward across the rolling prairie 
at a veritable city of tents, with streets and wards of 
brigade and regiment, offices and stores, telegraph and 
post-office stations, hospitals and bakeries, all under 
canvas. And it must be remembered that this is all for 
barely more than half of a division at full war strength, 
for there are only approximately ten thousand men at 
San Antonio, the remainder of the troops tactically in- 
Guded in the division being scattered along the Riv 
Grande, patrolling the Mexican border. 

The officers and men of the Commissary and Quarter- 
master’s Departments dodged in and out amid the yards 
and sidings. They wrangled and fought with the railway 
men, who had ideas of their own about switching and 
unloading. The aid of some regimental commander 
would clatter up on horseback and demand to know, in 
the name of all the gods of war, where the tents of his 
regiment were being hidden by the Quartermaster’s 
Department. A quartermaster’s officer would mop a 
streaming brow and declare in lurid language that he’d 
be triply blessed if he knew. But order was coming out 
of chaos just the same, and it was marvelous to see how 
everything, from gun caisson to flour sack, found its way 
from train to its appointed place in camp. 4 

A halo of dust hung over the roads from the railway 
yards to the camp. The sun would set ‘one evening over 
a bare stretch of prairie; next morning a mushroom 
growth of brown tents had sprung up. Under the shelter 
of gentle slopes in the prairie the Cavalry mounts were 
picketed in long lines. Watering the horses was almost 
a ceremony. The smoke curled up from the blacksmiths 
forges and the hammers rang on anvils. The fieid 
bakeries were turning out loaves by the thousands every 
day. Every company had its open-air kitchen, and the 
bugles sang the welcome summons to appetites that 
needed no other urging. It was spring in Texas, and 
the general health of the division was excellent. The 
field hospitals got their chief practice on the cases of 
measles, which seems to be the inevitable contribution of 
the new recruits to camp life. 

The Signal Corps men believe that the aeroplanes are 
going to supersede Cavalry for scouting purposes. But 
you won’t make yourself popular with the cavalrymen 
by agreeing to this proposition in their presence. Also 
the artillerymen will tell you just how to wing an aero- 
plane in flight. One thing is sure, however, and that is 
that the aeroplane has come to stay for military pur- 
poses. The Signal Corps’ sphere of usefulness has been 
greatly widened by recent inventions, and it is now a 
very important part of the Service. The field wireless 
is already in use, maintaining communication between 
the border patrols along the Rio Grande. The whole 
apparatus, excepting wires and pole, is contained under 
one regulation Army tent. Recently some of the border 
patrol stations west of Laredo, on the Rio Grande, picked 
up messages sent by the warships off Galveston and by 
the station at Key West. . 

Not the least important factor in the efficiency of the 
division is the medical and sanitary work of the chief 
surgeon and his assistants. Great pains were taken to 
insure a pure water supply, but all water used by the 
troops for drinking and cooking is boiled. The orders 
on this subject are stringent, and are enforced to the 
letter. Every company kitchen has a big oven formed 
by an excavation in the ground paved and walled by 
large stones. Fires are kept burning in these ovens, 
and the stones become red hot. All garbage is thrown 
on these red-hot stones and completely destroyed. All 
kitchen utensils are kept spotlessly clean, and there is 
nothing left about the kitchens to attract flies. All 
sewage is completely destroyed by burning it with 
paraffin oil. As an additional precaution, by order of 
the Secretary of War, inoculation with the anti-typhoid 
serum was made compulsory on every officer and man 
of the division. Bathing was also made compulsory for 
the enlisted men of the division. As a result, the bathing 
squads, with towels under arms, bound for a scrub in 
the barracks, alternated with the typhoid squads march- 
ing up to the surgeons’ needles. 

The lot of the recruits at the divisional camp was not 
altogether a happy one. They had much to learn, and 
they had to learn it in more than usual haste. Upon 
arrival they were placed in quarantine in tents in 
isolated sections of the camp until a sufficient time had 
elapsed for them to develop any contagious diseases they 
might have contracted before their arrival in camp. 
First they were marched up to the field hospitals and 
received the anti-typhoid treatment, and then their train- 
ing began even before their period of quarantine proba- 
tion had expired. All over the camp, on vacant stretches 
of the prairie, could be seen little squads of recruits, in 
charge of the drill sergeants, learning to place their 
awkward feet on the ground in the Army way. Marching 
in step would seem to be a simple matter, but the re- 
cruits did not find it easy to satisfy their instructors. 

Right here comes in one of the severest criticisms that 
Army officers have to make of the present regulations. 
Troops and companies on a peace footing are often kept 
at less than half of full war complement, and, as a 
result, when brought up to war strength the efficiency 
of the organizations is practically destroyed by the sudden 
addition of frequently fifty per cent. of raw recruits. 
As one Infantry captain expressed it at the divisional 
camp here: “In actual war I would a long shot rather 
have a company of fifty trained men than the same 
company brought up to war strength by the addition of 
raw recruits. The recruits mean just so many men who 
have to be taken care of by the old soldiers who know 
the business.” 

It was nine days after the mobilization orders were 
issued by the War Department before the last of the 
troops ordered to San Antonio arrived in the divisional 
camp. There was much in the way of equipment and 
supplies required by the regulations in putting a division 
into the field that had not arrived two weeks after the 
mobilization orders were issued. At that time the divi- 
sion was very far from being equipped with the regula- 
tion divisional wagon trains. As a result, it was not in 
condition to march out of camp under proper conditions 
had an order come to cross the Rio Grande. And it must 
be remembered that all this effort, which turned the War 

rtment inside out, was to concentrate not more than 
half of a full division in one camp, the remainder of the 
troops included in General Carter’s command being 


seattered along the border. . 
In all fairness it must be said that the blame for 
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these conditions rests not so much upon the Army officers 
as upon the organization under which they are compelled 
to work. A new type of Army man has arisen since the 
Spanish-American War—alert, up to date and progres- 
sive in ideas. Men of this type do not seek to avoid 
criticism, but rather to invite it when it is just. They 
are very much alive to the defects of our present system, 
and want a thorough reorganization which will place 
our Army on an equal footing with the best in the world. 
Among the most radical of the changes which they would 
like to see are the following: 

The abolition of the present geographical department 
system, which entails the scattering of the Army in small 
garrison posts all over the country. 

concentration of the troops in large posts near 
important railway centers. 

Fewer units of organization, if necessary, but the 
maintaining of those units at full war strength. 

Some adequate means of control by the military 
authorities over the railways when emergencies arise 
demanding the sudden and speedy movement of troops. 

Under the present system regiments are frequently 
broken up into battalions and companies and scattered 
at small posts all over the country. 

In regard to the lack of adequate control over the 
railway companies, the Army men say that in the present 
mobilization the railway authorities have frequently 
refused point blank to obey the instructions of the mili- 
tary authorities in regard to important matters in the 
transportation of troops and supplies. 

Whatever is the real reason for the present mobiliza- 
tion of such a large part of the Regular Army, the lessons 
already learned hy the military authorities are invaluable, 
and it is the earnest hope of the Army men that the 
defects of our military organization have not been ex- 
posed in vain, and that public sentiment will approve 
the changes which the men who ought to know believe 
necessary before we shall have a really efficient Army. 





TEXAS NAVAL SCHOOL. 


The people of Texas are just awakening to a realiza- 
tion of the distinction conferred by the Sixty-first Con- 
gress upon the state by the designation of Corpus Christi 
as the location of one of the ten marine schools of the 
United States. Five marine schools go to the Atlantic 
seaboard, namely, New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Norfolk; two go to the Pacific coast, San 
Francisco and Seattle; two to the Great Lakes, Detroit 
and Saginaw, and one to the Gulf of Mexico, Corpus 
Christi. While primarily the purpose of these schools 
is to give instruction in the elements of seamanship and 
navigation, secondarily they will be required to train 
young men to become officers in the merchant marine 
service. The strategic importance of the Texas Naval 
Training School will be enhanced by the probability of 
the establishment of a naval base at Corpus Christi, 
1,000 miles nearer the Panama Canal than the other nine 
marine schools of government recognition and govern- 
ment patronage. 

The Marine School bill not only favors Corpus Christi, 
but also provides for the appropriation by the National 
Government of a sum of money not to exceed $25,000 
annually, conditioned upon the annual appropriation by 
the state or the city of an equal amount for the main- 
tenance of the school. The bill further provides for the 
use of “a suitable vessel of the Navy and all her ap- 
parel, books, charts” and complete equipment, as well 
as a naval instructor. Five Navy cutters with their 
eqeuipment have already been loaned by the Secretary 
of the Navy, sail and rowboats costing about $500 apiece 
and large enough to insure safety on any part of Corpus 
Christi Bay, the same being launched temporarily on the 
west end Lake in San Antonio, and application has 
been made to the Secretary of the Navy for a gunboat 
and other provisions of the bill. 

The Alta Vista Hotel property on the south bluff of 
Corpus Christi has already been purchased for the new 
school, which will open on June 12 of this year. This 
building contains 126 rooms, perfectly furnished and 
equipped for a family hotel at a cost of $65,000. The 
furniture alone cost $10,000. The pier is 1,700 feet 
long, 21 feet wide, and with a pavilion and two bath- 
houses cost $10,000. The citizens of Corpus Christi 
have made a donation of real estate, giving the school 
about fifty acres in all. 

The course of study at the school will be identical with 
that of the public schools for the forenoons, while the 
afternoons and evenings will be given over to swimming, 
pulling, sailing, shooting, signaling, life saving and both 
nautical and marine instruction. A marine band, com- 
posed of naval cadets, will furnish music for parades, 
dances and entertainments. Government supervision 
does not preclude special coaching of backward boys and 
of young men for university entrance for Annapolis or 
West Point. Students between the ages of twelve and 
twenty-one will be admitted. 

A bill was introduced in the last Texas Legislature 
by Representative Landry, of Beaumont, providing for 
the organization of the Texas Naval Militia, under the 
Dick bill of 1903, whereby the discharged seamen of the 
state, of whom it is estimated there are about 200, may 
be placed upon the same basis as the National Guard.

A PLEA FOR NAVAL BASES. 


“The Navy and Its Needs” is the subject of a thought- 
ful article by Rear Admiral S. B. Luce, U.S.N., retired, 
whose eighty-four years do not appear to have chilled 
his enthusiasm for naval progress or lessened his capacity 
for clear observation and sound thinking. In the present 
article he makes a powerful plea for the establishment 
of a naval base on the Atlantic coast of the United 
States. The administration of the affairs’ of the Navy 
has at last been placed on “a war footing,” the bureaus 
no longer ruling the Service. A great fleet has been 
created, but without naval bases the fleet is not formid- 
able in the sense in which the British and German fleets 
are so, not to mention lesser sea Powers. 

The principal naval bases of the European Powers 
are noted. and we are told that in the Far East Japan 
has naval bases at Yokohama and Yokosuka, and “in 
the scheme for the rehabilitation of the Chinese navy one 
of the very first steps has been the establishment of a 
primary naval base” at Hai Fu Wan, in Nimrod Sound. 
The continental United States has navy yards. naval 
stations, naval rendezvous, but no naval base. Admiral 
Luce says that the “constituents” of a naval base of the 
first order should be as follows: 

“Its situation must be at the best strategic point 
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within the area under consideration [the Atlantic States]. 
“It must afford a safe harbor for a fleet of at least 
from twenty-five to thirty battleships with their 
auxiliaries, aggregating a total of about sixty heavy 
draft ships and numerous small craft. 
“Such anchorage must be within the lines of defense. 
“It must afford ample docking facilities, at one and 
the same time, for at least four ships of 45,000 tons 
displacement, each of, say, thirty-eight feet draft. 
“The interior lines of communication to the sources of 
supply should be such as may be fully secured in time 





of war. 

“It should be easy of access and egress and admit at 
mean low water, and without constant recourse to 
dredging, ships of the heaviest draft of water—say, 
thirty-eight feet. 

“It should be in proximity to a community able to 
furnish skilled labor in the departments of iron ship- - 
building and marine enginery.” 

Guantanamo is therefore ruled out by Admiral Luce, 
although he admits that it is valuable as an advanced 
post, and would be a superlative strategic point if the 
Caribbean were to become the theater of naval operation. 
The Admiral passes in review the Florida Keys, Chesa- 
peake Bay and Narragansett Bay, concluding that next 
after Chesapeake Bay comes Narragansett Bay, “the 
natural outpost of New York city.” ‘The three lookout 
stations at Gay Head, Block Island and Montauk Point 
give an undeniable advantage to Narragansett. It is a 
great industrial center; since 1891 Providence has made 
seventy-three 12-inch breech loading mortars for the U.S. 
Government. It has a channel forty feet deep. On the 
northwest shore, near Greenwich, there is an admirable 
basin for destroyers and torpedoboats. There is plenty 
of space as well as depth for the fleet. Finally, Narra- 
gansett Bay is now strongly fortified. 

Admiral Luce does not want to be understood as 
denying the importance of Chesapeake Bay, with the 
Middle Ground fortified, as a protection to the capital. 
but he maintains that the main and dependable naval 
base should be in Narragansett Bay. He declares that it 
is the greatest strategical point of naval rendezvous north 
of the Capes of Virginia, and that it was “intended by 
nature for a_ permanent naval base of the first order.” 
Limon Bay, Panama, itself furnishes an advanced naval 
base, where there should be drydocks at least 1,000 feet 
in length, and wide in proportion. Until of late we have 
had no fleet requiring naval bases; now the need of 
them is imperative.

PRIVATE FERNANDO KEITHLEY. 


The murderers of Private Keithley, for whom Camp 
Keithley, P.I., was named, have been captured. Says 
the Mindanao Herald: “Major C. C. Smith, Governor 
of the District of Lanao, reports under date of Jan. 6 
that the Sultan of Cauayan and Moro Mitumig, two of 
the band that murdered Pvt. Fernando Keithley and 
three other members of Co. H, 28th Inf., on the night 
of Nov. 14, 1903, were captured by detachments of the 
Constabulary and the 6th Infantry at Taraca. A later 
report contains the information that two more members 
of the band, Moros Tengkulu and Mangkanguiza, have 
been captured. Two of these men have made full con- 
fessions, implicating about twenty others. 

“Old residents of Mindanao will remember the gallant 
fight made by Private Keithley against overwhelming 
odds on the site of what is now the largest Army post 
in the Department of Mindanao. Keithley was on out- 
post duty with three comrades on the night of Nov. 14, 
1903, when the outpost was attacked by about twenty 
Moros. In the first rush Sergeant Stevens and Privates 
Bowser and Burk were killed outright and Keithley was 
repeatedly wounded. He managed, however, to beat off 
the attacks and fell back, fighting constantly for nearly 
three-quarters of a mile, eventually reaching the post 
literally cut to pieces, and gave the alarm, dying almost 
immediately afterward. 

“Had Keithley lived he would undoubtedly have re- 
ceived a medal of honor. His memory has been hon- 
ored, however, as has that of no other enlisted man in 
the U.S. Army. On the recommendation of Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood the name of the Army post at Marahui, 
on the shore of Lake Lanao, was officially changed by 
the War Department to Camp Keithley, and it is now 
the only post in the Army named after an enlisted man. 

“In his letter to the War Department recommending 
the change General Wood said, in part: ‘There has not 
been in this Department, to my knowledge, an instance 
of conduct displaying higher soldierly qualities than 
these displayed by this soldier on this occasion. I be- 
lieve that his courage and determination should be 
recognized and the memory of his conduct perpetuated 
as recommended.’ ” 





WHAT ENDED THE CIVIL WAR? 


It has been, as a rule, taken for granted that the 
South was worsted in a fair fight in the field. This is 
so in a moderate degree only, for the fight was not wholly 
a fair one. Differences of forces in the field may be 
set aside, as the fight being on the ground of the weaker 
any disproportion in numbers was largely annulled. But 
the Army of the North was lavishly equipped; there was 
no want of arms, food, raiment, ammunition or medical 
eare. Everything an army could have the Federal forces 
had to overflowing. On the other hand, the Southern 


Army was starved of all necessaries, not to speak of the 
luxuries which the abounding North poured forth for its 
men in the field. The South was in want of many of 
these necessaries even in the beginning of the war: 
toward the end it was in want of all. It was because 
of this want that it had to yield. Gen. Joseph E. John- 
ston, writing General Reauregard in 1868, said truly: 
“We, without the means of purchasing supplies of any 
kind, or procuring or repairing arms, could continue this 
war only as robbers or guerrillas.” The Southern Army 
finally melted away, and gave up the fight because it 
had arrived at the limit of human endurance through the 
suffering which came of the absolute want brought about 
by the blockade. 

“The blockade,” says Dr. Schwab in his “Financial 
and Industrial History of the South during the Civil 
War.” “constituted the most powerful tool at the com- 
mand of the Federal Government in its efforts to subdue 
the South. The relentless and almost uniformly success- 
ful operations of the Navy have been minimized in 
importance by the at times more brilliant achievements 
of the Army; but we lean to ascribing to the Navy the 
larger share in undermining the power of resistance on 
the part of the South. It was the blockade rather than 
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the ravages of the Army that sapped the industrial 
strength of the Confederacy.” 

The South was thus beaten by want, and not merely 
by force of arms. A nation of well on to 6,000,000 could 
never have been conquered on its own ground by even 
the great forces the North brought against it but for this 
failure of resources, which made it impossible to bring 
its full fighting strength into the field. The South fought 
as men have rarely fought. Its spirit was the equal of 
that of any race or time, and if the 325,000 Boers in 
South Africa could put 80,000 men into the field the 
5,600,000 of the South would have furnished an equal 
proportion had there been arms, clothing, food and the 
rest of the many accessories which, besides men, go to 
make an army.

SCHOOL OF MARINE ENGINEERING. 


At the School of Marine Engineering, U.S. Naval 
Academy, on Feb. 29 Lieut. Comdr. W. B. Tardy, of 
the class of 1910 of the school, gave a lecture on the 
question of “Turbine versus Reciprocating Engine 
Drive for Battleships,’ which put before the student 
officers the results of a thorough and painstaking in- 
vestigation of this important subject. The lecture was 
followed by an informal discussion among the officers 
present. 

On April 1 Lieut, S. M. Robinson, of the graduating 
class of the school, read a paper on the question of 
“Alternating Current for the Electrical Equipment of 
Warships.” He developed a number of interesting and 
heretofore little considered features of electrical instal- 
lations as now applied in the fleet, and showed the sim- 
plicity and reliability of alternating current for the re- 
quirements of ship use. 

ese two lectures form part of a series to be given 
by members of the graduating class during the remain- 
der of the term, in which they will furnish the results 
of their special investigations and studies for the in- 
formation of their fellow-graduates as well as for those 
of the younger class who will continue and amplify the 
work along the several lines, thus making the results of 
each officer’s special studies available for the whole 
school. Lieut. Comdr. M. E. Reed, U.S.N., is head of 
the school.

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SPECIALIZATION IN A MILITARY SERVICE. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is quite surprising that “The Army’s Opportunity,” 
which appeared in the issue of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL for March 18, should apparently be overlooked 
by the great number of Service readers which are 
reached by this publication. ‘The writer of that letter 
declares himself to be an expert adviser to corporation 
managers. He thereby intimates that his business ‘is 
specialized in the line of perfecting problems of financial 
organization. We cannot hold the admission against 
him, but it should be an example of pulling wool over 
the eyes of those in the Service to their lack of the very 
trait whose existence he bewails. 

The point in question is equally applicable individually 
or collectively: Overcentralization is not a corollary of 
overspecialization. The greatest result of modern in- 
vestigation along the lines of reducing unnecessary labor 
expenses has been the proof that unification of the va- 
rious branches of any industry, whether military or 
civil, is the solution of practical economy. This very 
ultra-division of labor has made possible the reduction 
of prices on assembled machinery such as the automo- 
bile, the clock or machine tools. But the subordinating 
of units to th@ir own heads, and these in turn to depart- 
ments which are controlled by the directing power, is 
not centralization. 

Compared to modern organization as found in large 
industries, Washington plainly shows the want of the 
so-called curse of specialization. One does not go far to 
see and recognize the utter lack of an expert’s hand in 
the greater part of our departmental systems. The work 
is done, no doubt, but in such inconceivably devious and 
expensive ways. ‘There is wanted the experienced man 
who has specialized in the scientific systematization of 
administration. He should be of the Service, and there- 
fore have its interests at heart. 

When we reach this stage we must appreciate that 
specialization is not only feasible but absolutely neces- 
sary in branches other than those of finance and admin- 
istration. Detailed professional lines demand men who 
have their own professional specialties, This would not 
prevent any officer from possessing his full military at- 
tributes or from accepting any duty now required of 
him. It is healthful for every man to have his fad as 
well as his task, his avocation as well as his vocation. 
Why not let this digression from the monotony of daily 
toil be in the line of his profession? And if the pro- 
fession demands it why should its character as a mental 
pastime be lost? The element of competition would en- 
hance development along similar lines. 

Such specilization is usually discouraged in our 
Services more by circumstances attendant upon promo- 
tion than by actual regulation. Followers of this theory 
are referred to the utter failure of the Russian princi- 
ples of integration and to errors of the French admiralty 
due to lack of foresight along the lines of torpedo de- 
velopment. But charity begins nearer home, and ex- 
ponents of such opposition would do well to approximate 
the annual prices paid by the Army and Navy for 
matériel as compared with what is paid for the same 
class and quality by factories and other competitive in- 
stitutions. 

We do not doubt the efficiency and sincerity of our 
inspectors who accept purchases in the name of the 
Government. They are, as a rule, capable of judging 
the quality of material received. But how few, if any, 
are so expert as to determine whether the quality, quan- 
tity or prices are the very best available under existing 
conditions of supply and demand, labor situations in 
regard to social as well as political phases and ad- 
vantages of price and transportation afforded firms 
having interests similar to those of the Government. 

Consider the question in the light of civilian inter- 
ference: We may eliminate genius, which is ingenuous 
and its existence is not within the power of man. Such 
men as Grant and Napoleon or Bell and Edison have 
appeared in the Services as well as out of them. But 
every other case of professional advancement along va- 
rious paths has been the positive result of study and ap- 
plication in the direction of improvement. Since the 
average civilian is driven to his task by the struggle for 
actual self-maintenance we find by investigation that he 
is the originator of the greater proportion of those de- 
vices and schemes that have kept our military pro- 
ficiency well up in the list of great powers. We are not 
inclined to believe this to be true because we mistake 
the natural development of military resources for inde- 
pendent furtherance of ideals. Such is not the case, 
however, because records of engineering, civil, electrical 
and mechanical, of ordnance and gunnery and all ad- 
ministrative branches conclusively uphold the fact that 
we owe the greater part of our scientific promotion to 
the intruding layman who has specialized in those 
branches and then given the nation the fruits of his 
labor. Such men get the money and we get the credit; 
we should have both. 

There is no necessity for spending hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars every year for royalties and patents 
and for outside aid in every department and bureau 
when the talent is present on every hand among our 
personnel if we only develop it. To accomplish this we 
must either simulate the stimulants that incite civilian 
aspiration or we must replace them by their like. Fixed 
salaries prevent financial encouragement, and the patri- 
otic element of the order binds the removal of this ob- 
jection. Esprit de corps does not seem sufficient to 
bring about the desired state of affairs. Some more 
definite solution is required. We must lay a third rail 
for our lives: we will continue to move along the way 
of our profession and traverse its full territory as be- 
fore; but there will be an additional line of duty from 
which we will take our power of promotion, lineal as 








well as professional, and it will govern the speed at 
which we, as well as the Service, advance. 

Such a system will be the result of careful investiga- 
tion and experimentation. Frederick W. Taylor gives 
us his “Gospel of Efficiency” as the result of a life of 
specialization. Yet not once in those years of labor and 
development which he applied to his personal ideal has 
he forgotten or become estranged from his profession. 
His principles of scientific management are now 
in almost every large concern in the country. Only a 
short time ago prominent men appeared in the witness 
box to exploit the success of his methods and to demon- 
strate that millions of dollars are saved every year in 
this way, not only without increasing but often de- 
creasing the cost of living and the hardships commonly 
deplored among laboring classes. Mr. Taylor lays down 
the law that, “It is only through enforced standardiza- 
tion of methods, enforced adoption of the best imple- 
ments and working conditions and enforced co-operation 
that this faster work can be done. And the duty of en- 
forcing the adoption of standards and of enforcing this 
co-operation rests with the management alone.” He is 
speaking of improved bricklaying, but his words apply 
to our subject. An analogy shows us that the only way 
to achieve effectual and individually thorough specializa- 
tion among the different parts of our Services is to en- 
force this same standardization and co-operation, and 
to furnish the necessary plans of action that would be 
the implements of effective and perfect success. 

Such a revolution would necessarily commence with 
the application of ventures along this line that have 
been previously successful in other institutions. Its 
growth would become more personified with the spirit of 
the Service as it matured, Its realization would eradi- 
cate all tendencies toward dependence upon external as- 
sistance and create an independence that would, per se, 
give a strength and confidence to the Services and their 
government that is consistent with absolute self-sus- 
tenance. 

The Army’s accounting system was brought up by the 
writer with whom we take issue as an example of over- 
specialization. He approves of further simplification 
along the lines of office files and records and of an ag- 
glomeration of the offices themselves. Our friend en- 
dorses a consolidation that would short circuit yards 
and yards of red tape. He would “abolish the post and 
geographical departments as administrative units” and 
put their powers and duties in the hands of experts now 
in the field along our southwest border! All of this is 
very good advice and we appreciate his spirit in ad- 
vancing it. But these words come from a man who is 
competent to expatiate upon our shortcomings simply 
because he is a specialized man. He upbraids us for 
not becoming better administrative strategists, but re- 
fuses to grant us the aid of students in that science. 
He lays down specific plans for our betterment, but 
will not admit that those very plans are the results of 
poignant investigation and can even be bettered by sub- 
mitting them to the searching treatment of further 
specialization. 

Our apprehensive friend has further laid bare the in- 
congruity of his arguments when he states that, “It is 
my duty to urge almost daily upon corporation managers 
the application of military principles to the solution of 
their intricate problems.” He goes on to state that the 
science of modern business is based upon military 
standards. We would refer him to Taylor or Millard 
or Gilbreth and the other promoters of our modern era 
of efficiency. Frank B. Gilbreth tells us that “the mili- 
tary system is dying out.” Furthermore, he firmly op- 
poses the expensive military method of achieving by 
sheer weight of money and numbers. By absolute 
standardization and scientific application to his prob- 
lems he accomplishes the same as do the obsolete 
methods employed at Washington, with their greater 
numbers and larger expense accounts. 

It would not be gratitude to refuse the kindly advice 
of our friend and we may safely allow his propositions to 
bear weight in effecting future improvements. He evi- 
dently knows and understands to a certain extent what 
faults we have. Would we knew them better. But he 
fails to get at the root of our troubles, and in his failure 
would down the very, essence of his own business suc- 
cess and blind us to that which we lack the most: 
specialization in our military Services.

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NATIONAL GUARD RECRUITING. 


To THE EpiTror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have been a National Guard officer for more than 
ten years in a New York city regiment, and I can say 
that when two or three of us are gathered together the 
cause of the falling off in recruiting and attendance at 
drill and such legislation as will rectify present condi- 
tions are invariably the topics of conversation. Many 
answers have been given, but none seems to me to be 
adequate. That there are cases where the expense in- 
curred by enlisted men tends to discourage enlistment 
I do not deny; but in some regiments the cost is small, 
and in some absolutely nil, so I dismiss this as a real 
cause, 


That there are cases where the employer interferes 
with the performance of a man’s duty to his oath I do 
not deny. But my experience—and I was a company 
commander for six years—has shown that, taken as a 
whole, the employer has been and is very much alive to 
the necessity of a man’s doing his full duty to the 
commonwealth, and particularly has this been true of 
the large corporations. 

That the unions are antagonistic to the enlistment of 
its members may or may not be true, but I cannot recall 
a case where a man in my command ever gave such a 
reason for leaving the Service, or gave such a reason for 
not obtaining a prospective recruit; and yet the rank and 
file of the regiment in which I have the honor to serve 
come from the very classes that make up the many 
trades, and great numbers of them are members of these 
very unions. The loyalty of these men cannot be ques- 
tioned, and I can unfalteringly state that should duty 
call them to active service, for either the state or nation, 
they will respond heartily, and do their duty with credit 
to their regiment and themselves, no matter what the 
nature of that service. 

We must then look in other directions for the probable 
source of the trouble. From what walk in life must 
the vast majority of the enlisted men be drawn? It is 





apparent these men must come from the masses, the 
followers of the different trades and those who are classed 
as unskilled labor, such as street railway men, express 
company employees and packers, drivers, etc., of the large 
These men largely dwell in 
Experience has 


mercantile establishments. 
flats in Manhattan and Bronx boroughs. 
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taught us that a large percentage do not remain in any 
one locality during a five-year term of enlistment. » 

-: What deductions can we make from ‘the above? That, 
broadly speaking, frequently the task of earning a living 
keeps such men occupied until between seven and eight 
o'clock in the evening. This means that, with the full 
realization of the fact that the Organized Militia is now 
a part of the national military organization, and that 
faithful performance of all duties will be exacted, no mau 
will enlist without mature deliberation. é 

Again, because of these never-ceasing changes in ad- 
dress, removals to districts from which the armory of 
the organization to which a man belongs is inaccessible, 
to new scenes and surroundings, the militant spirit 
wanes, and the oath of the state is finally forgotten. 
Especially is this true if there is car fare of ten cents 
er-more to come out of the man’s pocket. 

What: will permanently change conditions? New 
armories with billiard rooms, swimming pool, bowling 
alleys, etc. to attract a man into the Service? No. 
New armories are not only desirable, but necessary, on 
account of the present inadequate quarters to take care 
of the troops and property and insufficient space for drill 
purposes; but they will only temporarily effect a change 
for the better. 

There are two solutions: One, some form of compul- 
sory service, which at this time seems impossible; the 
other, making the term of enlistment three years and 
pay for the men. ‘The total pay per man per year need 
not be great, but must be sufficient to defray car fare to 
and from the armory, and to reimburse a man for any 
loss of time from his regular vocation sustained because 
of military service. 

As conditions are at present, what can we offer a 
man. to accept a non-commissioned officer’s warrant 
other than a certainty of a severe examination and a 
great increase in the time required to be given to the 
organization to hold his warrant? Is the honor com- 
mensurate with the sacrifice? For an answer ask any 
company commander if his men are striving to earn 
these chevrons. 

National or state legislation alonz these lines will fill 
all organizations to their maximum strength, hold 
practically every man during his entire term of enlist- 
ment and bring the Guard up to that point in efficiency 
of which all of us dream, but which few expect to witness.

A RESERVE OF OLD SOLDIERS. 


To THE EprTror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

During the past two years much has been said and 
volumes written on the troublesome question of organ- 
izing and maintaining a military “Everything for Noth- 
ing” reserve force in the U.S. and military school cadets, 
the Boy Scout movement, fraternal societies and the 
National Guard personnel, etc., have been advanced and 
considered in turn, while but little consideration has 
been given the honorably discharged soldiers from the 
Regular Service. ; 

Why not organize the ex-soldiers into a powerful re- 
serve? ‘They are already trained, and they need no 
armories. Just furnish them rifles with any old set of 
regimentals and they are ready to form an efficient 
mobile army upon very short notice. b 

Five million dollars annually would fairly compensate 
80,000 of these men. A per capita compensation ranging 
from $25 to $50, according to grade, with an additional 
expenditure varying from $2 to $3 per day during a 
fifteen-day period of annual camp instruction, make up 
the sum mentioned and would undoubtedly accomplish 
tenfold service in return. 

A military reserve of this character would enable the 
Regular Army field officers to execute annual maneuvers 
with greater force and energy because of two important 
reasons: They know just what hardships these men are 
willing to undergo, and the men themselves have utmost 
confidence in the military knowledge and ability of _the 
Regular Army officers. The Government cannot possibly 
lose. by the creation of an ex-soldier rederve force of 
75,000 or 80,000 men. MILITARY OBSERVER.

RESERVE FOR THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

To THE Eprror of THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
There is a movement on foot to form the Army and 
Navy Union into an Army and Navy reserve. At the 
latest session of Congress Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
Chief of Staff, appeared before the Military Committee 
of the House of Representatives and advocated the forma- 
tion of a national reserve. There are several thousand 
veterans of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue 
Cutter Service who have taken their honorable discharge 
from the forces of the United States and returned to 


civil life, and many of these have become members of 
the Army and Navy Union. It is estimated that there 
are at least 200,000 trained and disciplined men; that 
would make a formidable reserve. General Wood in- 
eluded the Militia in his appeal for a national reserve. 
The Army and Navy Union has among its members those 
who have served one enlistment, those of continuous 
service men and what are termed retired men and young 
men.still in active service. The mobilizing of the Army 
on the Mexican frontier will prove to be an object lesson, 
if nothing more, toward carrying out General Wood’s 
idea of a national reserve. 

in concentrating the U.S. military forces there it has 
left the Army posts throughout the United States but 
slimly and poorly manned. In case of war the national 
reserve could be called into active service and take the 
place of the U.S. Regulars who were sent to the field 
for action. In the Navy the naval reserves could man 
the auxiliary vessels and receivingships. The reserves of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter 
Service and Militia would always be proficient in their 
several branches of the Service, and could also be sent 
to the front. The older or retired men of twenty-five or 
thirty years’ service could be detailed for recruiting 
service and the drilling of recruits. It is expected that 
Congress will give this matter serious consideration, and, 
instead of increasing the Regular military and naval 
forces, will consider the formation of an Army and Navy 
reserve. 

With the furnishing and equipment of quarters for 
the several garrisons of the Army and Navy Union, with 
a small monthly pay for each member of a garrison in 
time of peace, and with pay and allowances of the 
Regular Service according to rank when called into active 
service, every Army and Navy Union garrison in the 
Enited States and its possessions would become a recruit- 
ing station for the reserve, and would endeavor to renew 
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the friendships formed in the service of the soldier, 
sailor and marine. The Army and Navy. Union, whose 
charter is perpetual, was originally the “Regular Army 
Union,” then “Regular Army and Navy Union,’ incor- 
porated March 31, 1888, at Cincinnati, Ohio. It aims 
to elevate the social and material standing of enlisted 
men in active service or discharged, and encourages and 
aids legislation in their behalf. Regulars or Volunteers 
holding an honorable discharge or those in active service 
are eligible for membership. The present executive and 
commanding officers are Adjutant Gen. Thomas H. Avery, 
200 Montague street, Brooklyn, N.Y., and J. Edwin 
Browne, National Commander.

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THE MILITIA OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


Washington, D.C., March 27, 1911. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of the 25th instant, ‘Guardsman,” I see, 
charges me with encouraging treason. So far as treason 
consists in a recognition of the truth, ‘Eternal: vigilance 
is the price of liberty,” I avow myself a traitor. I will 
admit that I am encouraging treason in the same way 
and to the same extent as “Guardsman” is encouraging 
war. If my rights, under the Constitution. or those 
of my State or of my fellow citizen are assailed or 
seriously threatened by the United States Government, 
I shall be as ready to fight the United States Govern- 
ment as my forefathers were to fight the government 
of Great Britain under the same provocation.. I am 
in heart as much of a traitor as Washington, Greene, 
Knox, and their fellow officers and the soldiers who 
fought under them were. 

“Guardsman” seeks to refute my statement that “un- 
der the Constitution the Militia is our armed citizen- 
ship” by demonstrating that the National Guard does 
not represent American citizenship. What carried us 
through two great wars, the Revolution and the Civil 
War, was not our military proficiency so much as the 
civic spirit of our soldiers. The militiaman of the Con- 
stitution is and wants to be a citizen first and a soldier 
afterward. The National Guardsman, if I may judge 
by “Guardsman” and others holding his views, is, or 
wants to be, a soldier first and a citizen afterward. 
In this respect he does not seem to represent the great 
body of our Militia, our American citizenship, The Na- 
tional Guard, however, is not the Militia. It is a very 
small part of it. The Militia, when generally under 
arms, as contemplated in the Constitution, does not 
simply represent, it practically is, our armed citizenship. 
It is a sad fact that the great body of the Militia, the 
unorganized Militia, is from lack of military spirit and 
proficiency just as far from the Militia of the Constitu- 
tion as the Organized Militia, the National Guard, may 
be in its excess of military spirit, or militarism. 

The essential difference between Militia and troops in 
the Constitution is that of allegiance. The militiaman’s 
allegiance is to a people: the regular soldier’s allegiance 
is to a government. The National Guard, as a part 
of the Militia, is a state force, except when called’ into 
the service of the United States. When not so called 
it can no more be under Federal control than if it ‘did 
not exist. Whatever the United States does for it when 
it is not in United States service it does for it as a state 
force, theugh this be with a view to its becoming oc- 
casionally for the time being a Federal contingent. 

‘The framers of our Constitution considered that a 





standing army large enough to protect us against foreign 
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enemies would be a menace to our liberties, and that one 
so small as not to constitute sueh a menace wo 
inadequate to our ‘protection ‘against «foreign enemies. 
They seem, in consequence, to have adopted: as their ideal. 
for our peace establishment a small standing army, making 
up in training what it lacks in numbers, and a numerous 
Militia making up in numbers what it lacks in train- 
ing. They contemplated that in time of war the two 
together should form or become an adequate. national 
defense, and that in peace and in war the Militia should, 
if necessary, prevent the use of the Army to oppress the 
people. The plan of placing the Militia under the control 
of the National Government was proposed in the Consti- 
tutional Convention. of 1787 by Hamilton and others, 
who advocated it substantially on the grounds advanced 
by “Guardsman,” that it would give us a more efficient 
defense in time of war than we could get from separate 
state control. It was nevertheless’ rejectéd and ‘ex- 
pressly provided against. Its enactment into law would 
be a flagrant violation of the Constitution, and those 
who advocate it are encouraging the violation of the Con- 
stitution, “even though no such thought enter their 
minds.”

EDWARD BIDDLE LATCH. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 3, 1911. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I wish to inform you that I have lost my old ship- 
mate, neighbor and friend, Edward Biddle Latch, Chief 
Engineer, U.S.N., retired (with the rank of commander), 
who died Sunday, April 2, 1911, at the “Old Latch 
‘Manor,” built in 1751, situated on the old road to Lan- 
caster, some seven miles northwest from Philadelphia. 
He was seventy-seven years old. ; 

Commander Latch had for some time been suffering 
from a complication of diseases. Recently he had grown 
steadily weaker. He was unmarried and he and his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Caroline Royce, made their home together. 
The funeral will be held from the old Manor House at 
2 p.m. on April 5. The interment will be in St. Paul’s 
Lutheran church, Lower Merion, where lies the body of 
Jacob Latch, his grandfather, who was a soldier in Gen- 
eral Washington’s army, and during the encampment of 
the Continental army at Valley Forge in the winter of 
1777-78 was granted a furlough to live home, some six- 
teen miles distant. 

Commander Latch had a distinguished career as a sea 
fighter during the Civil War, and was, besides, an 
author of note. He was a member of Cassia Lodge, 
F. and A.M. His family has been a prominent one, 
especially during the colonial and Revolutionary War 
times. He died in the house that he was born in, and 
his fathers before him. He was educated in the public 
schools and the “Old Academy,” Academyville, Mont- 
gomery county, Pa., and studied mechanical engineering 
at the Norris Locomotive Works, Philadelphia, from 
1851 to 1857, and through the influence of Richard 
Norris, esq., and the Biddle family, of Philadelphia, he 
received the warrant of a third assistant engineer in 
the U.S. Navy in the year 1858. 

He served on the U.S.S. Crusader in the Paraguay 
expedition, and during the Civil War was attached to 
the flagship Hartford, Admiral Farragut. He was the 
second, or executive engineer, and in 1863, while only a 
second assistant engineer, was made acting chief engineer 
of the ship, and he held that position for a long time, as 
the ship was so situated in the enemy’s country it was 
impogsible to get new officers. He took part in the naval 
engagements at Forts Jackson and St. Phillip, Chal- 
mette batteries, New Orleans, Vicksburg, Port Hudson, 
Grand Gulf, Warrington, Forts Morgan, Gaines and 
Powell and the engagement with and capture of the 
Ram Tennessee, Mobile Bay. 

To Commander Latch goes the distinction of having 
developed the Mosaic system of chronology, and of late 
years he became an extensive writer of elucidations of 
Scripture and Mosaic history. And in conclusion allow 
me to say that in Ned’s young days “He kept his guns 
always loaded, his tackle ready manned, and never 
showed his stern to the enemy except when he took him 
in tow; his match being burned out, his shot expended 
and his upper works decayed, he struck his flag to death's 
superior weight and metal.” Good-by, old friend and 
shipmate, good-by.

Chief Engineer Latch was editor and publisher of 
The Greater Light, which appeared monthly, one of the 
most erudite and at the same time one of the oddest of 
publications devoted to religious topics. As explained 
on the title page: “The Greater Light, in essentiality, is a 
flow of knowledge that unveils the history of the world 
in relation to God and his plans and purposes. ‘Through 
the Mosaic system of chronology as a method derived 
from the Holy Bible, and through the Codex Argenteus- 
page as a divine revelation, to man and angel, much of 
which has otherwise been set forth, it is proposed in this 
periodical to continue the work already inaugurated ;: to 
deepen the researches from all available sources, and to 
manifest, as far as possible, whence this light emanates 
and whither it tends.” 
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The new French umpire regulations for maneuvers 
provide, among others, that the instruction of the 
individual soldier must on these occasions be subordi- 
nated to that of his superiors. If the soldier is put out 
of action by an umpire he derives no further instruction 
from the day’s fight; if a battalion is stopped when. it 
attempts an impossible ‘advance under fire the sticcessful 
assault with which the day’s proceedings were intended 
to conclude may never come off. But, on the other hand, 
the commanding officers will learn to appreciate the 
realities of war, and farcical situations will be avoided. 
Hereafter umpires are not to be permanently attached 
to particular units, but are to be kept together until 
hattle is joined under the senior umpire of the side. This 
functionary then allots his staff to the units in the fight- 
ing line, and arranges a service of communication both 
with them and with the umpires on the opposite side. For 
this he is well provided with motor cars, motor bicycles, 
numerous orderlies and a telegraph section, which also 
establishes heliograph. stations. The Chef d’Arbitres, or 
chief umpire of the maneuvers, has,- in addition, a 
wireless section for communication - with _the senior 
umpires. The great difficulty which the junior umpires 
have to contend with is thus overcome by’ a complete 
system of communication between umpires on opposite 
sides at every point of the line of battle. 
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Immunity from details for Engineer troops is the 
keynote of the report of the work of the Corps of 
Engineers, Ohio N.G., in the current Professional 
Memoirs of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., by Major 
J. R. MeQuigg, O.N.G. He expresses the hope that to 
the Engineer troops will soon be given by the War 
Department the same immunity from details of officers, 
men, animals and material that is given to other special 
troops, such as the Signal Corps, Hospital Corps and 
the Ordnance. Engineer troops are unique, he says, in 
that, while being special troops, they are also fighting 
troops, and therefore troops of the line. The fact that 
they are line troops does not make them any less special 
troops.” In order to prepare for this special service they 
must have this immunity. “I am informed by officers 
of the Corps of Engineers of the Regular Service,” says 
Major McQuigg, “that the same is equally true of their 
training. This matter seems to have been thoroughly 
appreciated by Gen. C, J.. Hodges, and at this encamp- 
ment the Engineer troops enjoyed complete immunity 
from detail for the first time, and for the first time really 
satisfactory results were obtained in the special training 
of Mngineer troops. The battalion was kept intact, and 
was not cut to pieces by details, as in years past at our 
state camps.” ‘The thanks of the Ohio Engineers are 
given by Major McQuigg to the Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., Capt. W. G. Caples, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
Col. William A. Simpson, A.G., Lieut, Col. Thomas 
Cruse, Chief Q.M., and to Capt. Jack Hayes, Chief 
Comsy. But the one thing, says, the National Guard 
officer, which contributed most largely to the success of 
the encampment was “the presence of Company I, 3d 
Battalion, U.S. Engineers. The officers and men of this 
splendid organization did everything in their power to 
give the Ohio battalion the most possible instruction in 
the limited time. Officers and men worked without 
regard to hours, and several times it was pitch dark 
when the two commands returned to camp after a day’s 
instruction and practice.” The tour of duty was the 
most instructive in the history of the organization, and 
Major McQuigg thanks General Hodges, who was in 
charge of the encampment, for having given nearly the 
whole time to engineering work. 
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We recall introducing Thomas Brackett Reed, for so 
many years the “Czar” of the House of Representatives, 
to a foreign visitor as a former officer of the U.S. Navy. 
‘Mr. Reed promptly replied: “Yes, I once kept a grocery 
store for the Navy.” Referring to the fact that Mr. 
Reed was an acting assistant paymaster in the Navy from 
April 19, 1864, to Nov. 4, 1865, Hon. Samuel W. 
McCall said, in his address upon the unveiling of the 
monument to Mr. Reed at Portland, Me., Aug. 31, 1910: 
“In taking account of the special influences which helped 
to mold his mind and fit him for the work he was to do 
we must not overlook his service in the Civil War and 
his residence in California. He was accustomed after- 
ward to speak lightly of his career of something more 
than a year as assistant paymaster in the Navy, as 
indeed he was wont to speak lightly of anything that 
might seem to increase his own personal importance. It 
was one of the precepts which he used to impress with a 
touch of drollery that ‘we make more progress by owning 
our faults than by always dwelling on our virtues.’ He 
might well have pointed out that when the ship sinks the 
paymaster is as likely to go down as is the fighting 
sailor, but he said the Navy meant to him ‘not the roar- 
ing wind and the shrieking shot and shell, but smooth 
water and the most delightful time of my life’ The 
Mississippi River, where he saw the most of his service, 
was at that time a scene of unsurpassed dramatic interest, 
and the time spent upon it, whether in fighting or not, 
broadened his experience greatly, just as his residence 
in California in the formative days of that community 
widened the outlook of the future statesman.” 


The New York Sun having mentioned the French 
auxiliary bark Quevelly as being the first sailing vessel 
to enter or leave the port of New York under her own 
steam, a correspondent calls its attention to the fact 
that several years ago the five-masted German auxiliary 
ship R. C. Richmers sailed from New York under 
auxiliary power. It was an auxiliary screw steamer, the 


Massachusetts, owned by R. B. Forbes and Thomas H. 
Perkins, of Boston, and designed by John Ericsson, that 
carried Winfield Scott in 1846 to the siege of Vera Cruz. 
She was bought by the United States, was after the 
Mexican War employed on lighthouse service, being re- 
christened the Farallones, and was finally sold and 
transformed into a sailing ship called the Alaska. The 
Massachusetts was a vessel of 770 tons, old measurement. 
Previous to this, in 1842, the same parties had set afloat 
an auxiliary: steam bark, Edith, 450 tons, which ran 
between India and China in competition wth the fast 
English opium clippers. On her trial the Edith made 
9.8 miles. Her guaranteed speed ‘was seven knots. She 
was the first American steamer to visit British India, 
and the first square-rigged propeller that went to China 
under the American flag. The Edith and Massachusetts 
were fitted with propellers that could be turned up out 
of the water. They were full-rigged, with double topsails 
and masts and spars aloft, so that they could either steam 
or sail. As early as 1819 a vessel, the Savannah, 350 
tons, fitted with auxiliary steam power, crossed the 
Atlantic from Savannah to Liverpool. 
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In “Glimpses of the Confederate Army” Randolph H. 
McKim, in the American Review of Reviews for April, 
says: “It seems to me as I look back that one of the 
things which stood out strongly in the Confederate Army 
was the independence and the initiative of the individual 
soldier. It would have been a better army in the field 
if it had been welded together by a stricter discipline, 
but this defect was largely atoned for by the strong 
individuality of the units in the column. It was not easy 
to demoralize a body composed of men who thought and 
acted in a spirit of independence in battle. As an 
illustration of the spirit of the private soldier I recall 
an incident to this effect. Major General Gordon had 
organized ‘a strong column to make a night attack on 
Grant’s lines at Petersburg. When he was ready to 
move and the order to advance was given a big Texan 
stepped out of the ranks and said: ‘General Gordon, this 
column can’t move before one a.m. The men have a truce 
with the Yanks, and it ain’t up till one o'clock.’ The 
column did not move till that hour. The private in the 
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ranks had taken command, and the Major General recog- 
nized his authority!” . 
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The London Times reports that the origin of the plagae 
in China is ascribed to the marmot, a rodent known to 
the Mongols by the name of tarbagan, which exists in 
immense numbers in the country traversed by the Man- 
churian Railway. Records existing for sixty years past 
show that this rodent is subject to a form of plague 
associated with the respiratory tract. Marmots yield a 
fur which in skilled hands in Europe is converted into 
imitation marten and sable. The value of the skin on 
the spot varies from 1s. to 2s. Russian houses have a 
monopoly of the trade, the chief center of the industry 
being Manechouli, the first station on the dailway on the 
Chinese side of the border. Some two million skins are 
now exported annually by the Russian railway to 
Moscow, whence they are distributed along two main 
routes, ending the one in Leipzig, the other in London. 
Infection was by direct contact. Rats and fleas played 
no known part in the infection. The attack was fulmi- 
nant, there was no authentic case of recovery among the 
Chinese. Evidence as to the value of inoculation is 
inconclusive, but evidence is overwhelming that nearly 
every case of death among the Europeans was preventable, 
and there have only been fifty deaths among a European 
population in the infected areas of North Manchuria of 
not less than 60,000. Among the Russian sanitary corps, 
recruited, as they were, from the lowest classes, there 
was a conspicuous absence of precautions, the men 
drinking the spirit given them to disinfect their hands 
after moving the dead. 
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Immanuel Friedlaender, of Naples, Italy, is soliciting 
subscriptions to establish at Naples an international 
voleanological institute for the continuous and systematic 
investigation of voleanic phenomena. For this purpose 
the necessary laboratories and instruments are to be 
provided, measurements of temperatures regularly made 
on Vesuvius at different places, the gases periodically 
collected and analyzed, for which purpose a self-contained 
gas analytical laboratory will be required, and _ local 
earthquakes of volcanic character continuously registered 
not only during the eruptive phases of the volcano, but 
also throughout its periods of comparative repose, ete. 
It is believed that in most volcanoes there occurs a 
regular sequence of events, and it is within the bounds 
of possibility, and even of probability, that a careful and 
exact registration of all the phenomena of a given vol- 
cano will soon enable us to foresee approximately the 
time and magnitude of an eruption. It is proposed to 
raise 1,500,000 lire ($300,000) for a building fund, and 
50,000 lire in annual subscriptions. 





Warm congratulations have been exchanged between 
the Emperor of Japan and the President of the United 
States over the ratification of the American-Japanese 
commercial treaty, which they agree in thinking will 
render still more enduring the cordial relations at 
present existing between the two countries. President 
Taft said, in replying to the Emperor: “I am happy to 
join with Your Majesty in the confident expectation that 
the treaty will result in binding still closer the ties that 
have so long united the peoples of the United States and 
of Japan in amity and peace. I also beg to assure Your 
Majesty of my hearty reciprocation of the sentiments of 
cordial friendship.” Representative Hobson is so well 
versed in Scripture that it is possible that, as he reads 
this, his mind may revert to 2 Samuel, chapter 20, verses 
9, 10: “And Joab said to Amasa, Art thou in health, my 
brother? And Joab took Amasa by the beard with the 
right hand to kiss him. But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand; so he smote him there- 
with in the fifth rib.” 
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Mr, Aubury, the state mineralogist, has sent a letter 
to the Secretary of the Navy urging the substitution of 
fuel oil for coal for use in the Navy. Mr. Aubury de- 
clares that the use of fuel oil instead of coal on the 
Pacific Ocean alone in 1910 would have resulted in a 
saving of $1,027,556.10. An itemized statement of the 
coal consumed and the cost of each navy yard on 
the Pacific is submitted, and the cost of an equal 
quantity of fuel oil, showing the saving that would have 
resulted. Engineer-in-Chief C. A. McAllister, U.S.R.C.S., 
furnishes the New York Herald of April 2 with an 
account of his experiments with oil fuel, heretofore re- 
ported in our columns. The fuel he used was the Cali- 
fornia product known as “Richmond fuel,” having a 
flash point of 190F, a fire point of 280F and a calorific 
value BTU of 18.648. 
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Orders were issued by Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
on April 6 for the retirement for age on May 19 of 
Rear Admiral John Hubbard, U.S.N., commanding the 
Asiatic Fleet. Admiral Hubbard will be relieved of his 
command on May 15 by Rear Admiral J. B. Murdock, 
now commanding the Third Division of the Pacific Fleet. 
Admiral Murdock will be relieved about the middle of 
April by Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, Aid for Inspection 
to the Secretary of the Navy. Admiral Hubbard, who 
is a native of Maine, was appointed from Arizona in 
July, 1866. He was promoted to rear admiral on Oct. 
25, 1909, while serving as aid to the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy. e following December he was sent to 
the Philippines to command the Asiatic Fleet. 
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The United Service Gazette of London thus discourses 
on new types of turbines: “Although the Americans will, 
as yet, have little to do with the turbine in their war- 
ships, owing chiefly to their having proved more costly 
in fuel consumption in the trial of a turbine and 
reciprocating engine in their first two Dreadnoughts, it 
is a noteworthy fact that all the British warships com- 
pleted during the last financial year, or that are at 
present on the stocks, or in the completing stage, have 
turbine engines. But there is now more than one Rich- 
mond in the field, for whereas up till recently the Parsons 
turbine only was used for the British navy, the Brown- 
Curtis type has now been given a trial. The Brown- 
Curtis turbines have been installed in the second class 
cruiser Bristol, and good results are reported as having 
been obtained during the trials of the ship before she 
was handed over by the contractors. It remains to be 
seen whether the naval engineers will do as well with 
this type ag they havg admittedly done with the Parsons 








type, in spite of the one or two earlier drawbacks which 
were experie on sea service when turbines were first 
introduced. But marine engineers are led upon to 
assimilate so much new knowledge in these times, and 
have done so much justice to each new machine ced 
in their hands by science, that no doubt need be felt as 
to the Brown-Curtis type of turbine being made to do 
as much on service as when the Bristol was undergoing 
her trials. The installation on board the Bristol includes 
— at the boilers and other machinery innova- 
ons.” 
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Although there is no fund authorized by statute for 
the payment of the service of subpoena to attend a mili- 
tary court, it has been ruled by the War Department 
that under certain conditions the payment of civil officers 
can be made from the contingent fund of the Army. 
This is in cases where the duty performed by the civil 
authorities cannot be attended to by officers of the Army. 
In cases where a saving will result from such procedure 
the Judge Advocate General is of the opinion that civil 
oar can be paid from the contingent fund of the 
Army. 
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The J.A. General holds that the first instalment of 
Engineer officers promoted under the Act of Feb. 22, 
1911, are entitled to pay from date of the act, with 
allowance of heat and light on the same basis. This is 
in accord with decisions of the Comptroller, “that an 
officer promoted by seniority is entitled to the pay of 
the higher grade from date of the vacancy, whether such 
vacancy arises from death, resignation, promotion, re- 
moval, the creation of an additional vacancy, or from 
any other cause.” Where the promotion is not one to 
which the officer was required by law to be promoted by 
virtue of a seniority it is to be regarded as a new ap- 
pointment. 
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The Wild Life Protective Association report that of 
twenty species of our American birds six are already 
extinct: Great auk, passenger pigeon, Labrador duck, 
Eskimo curlew, Carolina parrakeet, flamingo (in the 
United States). The next candidates for early extinction 
in the United States are: Trumpeter swan, whooping 
crane, -roseate spoonbill, red-breasted sandpiper, Bartra- 
mian sandpiper, golden plover, dowitcher, willet, Amer- 
iean egret, snowy egret, wood duck, sage grouse, prairie 
sharp-tailed grouse, pinnated grouse. 
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The Militia Department of Canada is effecting a 
thorough reorganization of the militia forces, in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of Sir John French. The 


present system of commands in Eastern Canada will be 
changed into six divisions, each of which will be a com- 
plete military unit as to general organization and 
readiness for war. The Quebec command will be divided 
into two divisions, with headquarters at Montreal and 
Quebec, while the Maritime Provinces command will be 
left practically as it is, but organized as a sixth division.

RECENT DEATHS. 


We noted in our issue of March 18 the death of Capt. 
Thomas Morton Scott, a veteran of the Mexican War 
and brevet major general of the Confederate Army, father 
of Major William S. Scott, U.S. Cav., A.G., at Melissa, 
Texas, March 6, 1911.. In the McKinney (Texas) 
Courier-Gazette of March 9 appears a tribute to Captain 
Scott from the pen of E. W. Kirkpatrick, a Confederate 
veteran and comrade in arms, who says: “In Comrade 
Scott we find culmination of the characteristics that 
grace the highest type of sterling manhood. He typified 
at once the chivalrous cavalier, the courtly gentleman, 
the valorous soldier, sympathetic friend and delicate 
adjustment of all qualities and characteristics that roa 
American citizenship. He possessed a rare faculty for 
gentleness of manners and firmness of mind for justice, 
truth and constancy. As patriot and soldier, Captain 
Scott was most distinguished. His valorous service es 
volunteer in the Mexican War won him honorable promo- 
tion and equipped him for our great war between the 
states. Early in this unparalleled struggle he volunteered. 
accepted a commission and was rapidly promoted for 
meritorious service. The distinctive merit of his mili- 
tary character .was his pre-eminent success in maintain- 
ing strict discipline mage | troops, and, coincidentally, 
holding their friendship, admiration and esteem. He is 
survived by a sainted wife and mother, a devoted daugh- 
ter and three honored sons. The youngest, Col. Willie 
Scott, is doing gallant service in the U.S. Army, and 
by special request from his father he was present in 
full military uniform and took command of the funeral 
ceremonies, which were conducted most impressively.” 
Captain Scott was sergeant major, Ist Kentucky In- 
fantry, in the Mexican War, and participated in the 
battles of Monterey and Buena Vista. While in 
California, 1849-51, he commanded a troop of Volunteers 
against hostile Indians. He lived in Texas from 1852 
on, and raised Company I, 9th Texas Infantry, C.S.A., 
serving through the war as captain and assistant adjutant 
general. He was prominent in civil affairs, and was 
on the military staffs of Governors Roberts and Lanham. 

Mr. John Littleton. Robins, father of Lieut. Thomas 
M. Robins, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., died in the German 
Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., March 30, 1911. The re- 
mains were taken to his home in Snow Hill, Md., for 
interment. 

Robert W. Adams, jr., who died at Cebu, P.I., on 
Feb. 17, was the son of Lieut. and Mrs. Robert W. 
Adams, 9th Inf., and grandson of Rear Admiral and 
Mrs. Teavitt C. Logan, U.S.N.

Tanner is now with the Maneuver Division at San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Mrs. Catherine Newham Hatch, wife of Mr. DB. M. 
Hatch, who died at Liberty, Me., on April 4, in her 
seventy-fifth year, was the mother of Lieut. Col. Everard 
E. Hatch, U.8.A., who is stationed at Fort Wayne, Mich. 

_Chief Engr. Edward Biddle Latch, U.S.N., retired, 
died at his home in Merion, a suburb of Philadelphia, 
Pa., on April 2. He was seventy-eight years old. ef 
Engineer Latch began his career in a locomotive works 
in Philadelphia. He was made third assistant engineer 
in the Navy in 1858, and was ordered to the steamer 
Atlanta, which vessel formed a part of the Paraguay 
expedition. During the Civil War he served on the 
Hartford, and participated in many frays, including 
Forts Jackson, St. Philip and a bombardment of the 
Confederate Fleet in the Mississippi River; the first and 
second passage of the Vicksburg batteries, Grand Gulf, 
Warren and Mobile. He was retired as chief engineer 
March 21, 1870. As a diversion from naval pursuits. 
Chief Engineer Latch was an ardent student of the 
Bible and wrote on Biblical subjects. Among his works 
are “Indications of Genesis,” “Indications of Exodus,” 
‘A Review of the Holy Bible” and “Indications of the 
Revelations of St. John the Divine.” A tribute to the 
memory of Chief Engineer Latch appears on page 944. 

Capt. Henry BH. Palmer, pioneer, soldier, and recently 
retired as postmaster of Omaha, Neb., died at his home 
in Omaha on April 1, at the age of seventy. He was first 
vice president of the National Home for Disabled Volun- 
teer Soldiers. After the Civil War Captain Palmer went 
into the insurance business, and in 1904 was appointed 
postmaster of Omaha. He was president of the Omaha 
Board of Trade, commander of the Nebraska Department 
of the G.A.R., and commander of the Nebraska Com- 
mandery of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion.

His detail as military instructor at Western 
Reserve, at Hudson, is still remembered with pleasurable 
emotions by the classes of ’78, "79 and ’80. Attorney 
William B. Beebe speaks of him with enthusiasm. ‘He 
was the finest ever,’ said Mr. Beebe. ‘I have followed 
him throughout his career, and I feel that I voice the 
sentiment of every Western Reserve man of thirty years 
ago when I express my gratification at the success that 
has come to him in his profession.’ ”

An examination of candidates for the Navy Pay Corps 
will take place at Washington on May 15. At present 
there is only one vacancy in the corps, due to the retire- 
ment of Paymr. W. B. Rogers, but before the examina- 
tion takes place it is possible there may be others. A 
number of the officers in the corps are in very poor 
health, and may retire May 15. 

The new Navy physical test is not only proving satis- 
factory to officers, but also to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. In the opinion of the medical officers it 
is a fairer test than the one provided for under the old 
regulations, which led some of the more ambitious officers 
to seriously impair their health by attempting to take 
too much of the test in one day. Some of the officers 
made it a test of endurance rather than of fitness for 
service. The part of the new regulations which provides 
that the walk for one day should not be taken in less 
than four hours makes it impossible for a man in sound 
physical condition to overexert himself.

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FUTURE OF THE LATIN-AMERICAN STATES. 

The letter of Mr. Richard B. Clayton on “Our Coming 
Peril,” which appeared in our issue of March 4, has 
prompted half a dozen citizens of South America to 
write letters protesting against the suggestion, which 
they read between the lines of Mr. Clayton’s article, that 
the United States hag designs upon territory to the south 
of us. One of these South American gentlemen sends 
the following intelligent and interesting statement of 
South American opinion, which we cordially commend 
to the attention of our readers: 

“Believe me truly when I say that South America 
will always belong to the Spanish-speaking race. Don’t 
you think that other races are entitled to some portions 
of the earth’s surface? I. am an Anglo-Saxon myself; 
my mother American and my father an Englishman. I 
was born in Brazil, S.A., so by birth I am a South 
American. Mr. Clayton’s letter shows a great and 
profound ignorance of the South American nations. He, 
like ninety-nine and a half per cent. of the American 
people, knows little or nothing about them. If America 
intends annexing Mexico, the Central American states 
and South America she had better hurry up about it. 
The nations from Mexico to Patagonia have already a 
population of 75,000,000. In a few more years this 
number will be doubled, or 150,000,000. By the end of 
the present century South America alone, not including 
Mexico and Central America, will have a population of 
over 200,000,000. It is not at all improbable that by 
the end of the present century the Spanish and 
Portuguese people in the two Americas will number 
250,000,000 of people. 

“Not only this, but we are going to federate. Yes, to 
federate. There is already a secret alliance between the 
great and growing states of Brazil, Chili and Argentine, 
and sooner or later these three nations will gather all 
of the rest of the South American nations within their 
orbit. The probability is that long before the present 
century ends there will be a great Spanish-Portuguese 
republic extending from the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, 
and also including Cuba, Hayti, Santo Domingo, as well 
as the mother countries of Spain and Portugal and their 
present possessions, Yes, ‘blood is thicker than water,’ 
and the Spanish-Portuguese people are one great family 
wherever they are. America is filling up, and meanwhile 
Europe gets more and more crowded. It is not at all 
improbable that in a few years’ time South America 
will receive immigrants to the number of two or three 
millions per annum. Just as North America has 
produced a new and composite type in an Anglo-Saxon 
mold, so South America is undergoing the same trans- 
formation in a Latin mold. The Spanish and Portuguese 
languages will become a rival of the English. Portuguese 
is simply a dialect of the Spanish language for all 
practical purposes. 

“So, in conclusion, let me disabuse- your mind entirely 
that it is the destiny of the United States to absorb the 
countries to the south. The destiny of the United. States 
is to form a great Anglo-Saxon confederation, embracing 
all of the English-speaking nations, while the destiny 
of South America is the eventual amalgamation of all of 
the Spanish and Portuguese-speaking nations. In a 
few years more the ‘Monroe Doctrine’ will have outlived 
its usefulness, in so far as the South American nations 
are concerned, as they will be plenty strong enough to 
take care of themselves from both Europe, Asia and the 
United States. The article on “Our Coming Peril’ in 
the ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL will be ridiculed in 
South America as the opinion of a person who is densely 
ignorant of conditions down there. Even if the worst 
ever did happen, South America can always strike up 
a bargain with Germany and Japan. Moreover, the 
sympathies of all the Latin states of Europe would be 
with South America. Happily, long years before the 
United States would ever be ready to annex any South 
American countries they will already have arrived at an 
age of maturity, and America would have to fight 
100,000,000 of. people. _No, the annexing of the South 
American nations by the United States is a dream which 
will never be realized. The union of Canada with the 
United States is possible, but South America stands in 
a very. different category altogether.” 

If there is in the United States. any organization or 
class of men desirous of extending our territory to the 
south over Latin-American countries we have no knowl- 
edge of their existence, and if they do exist they must 
be keeping very quiet, for there is no sign of them to be 
anywhere noted. There is nothing -whatever in the 
letter of Mr. Clayton to suggest to. this correspondent 
His 


only suggestion on this subject. is that there. must be 
expansion north and south, “commercially and possibly 
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territorially.” We can see no. indication of any terri- 
torial expansion, or any ‘indication, as we have said, of 
any desire for it on the part of the Government or 
people of the United States. If it should come it would 
be only bécause' circumstancés’ had arisen’ which made 
it equally desirable on both sides of the line. 

We’ cordially approve of the suggestion of ‘this corre- 
spondent as to the formation of the Latin-American 
states into a republican confederacy. It would be a 
complete and happy solution of ‘the doctrine formulated 
by Presidetit Monroe, with the express purpose of pro- 
,tecting the newly organized Spanish-American republics 
against the machinations of the European Holy Alliance. 
‘These republics would have ‘no existence to-day but for 
the-recognition given to them by the United States in 
the beginning, and from that day to this there has been 
no act on the part of our constituted authorities and 
no authoritative expression of opinion which gives the 
slightest color to our correspondent’s suggestion of 
sinister purpose on our part. Nor can he find this in 
the letter he'so sharply criticises. 

Let us remind our South American correspondent and 
his compatriots that the last war in which the United 
States engaged, and which has resulted in adding such 
a heavy burden to our responsibilities, was undertaken 
not for the purpose of enlarging our territory, but to 
wrest from Spain the chief remnant of its remaining 
American possessions, that we might add another to the 
list of independent Latin-American states. We have 
paid the cost of that war, and Cuba has reaped the 
benefit of it. If our correspondent should ever see the 
realization of his dream of a great Latin-American 
confederacy he should recommend the erection of a 
monument as high as the Andes to record the fact that 
all this owed its inception to the disinterested service 
of the United States to the cause of Latin-American 
independence. 

“Three times in her history has the United States 
made Mexico a present of herself,” says Mr. Charles H. 
Owen in his work on the Mexican War. “Yes, four: 
Once when volunteers from the United States helped 
her throw off the yoke of Spain, and prompt recognition 
of her attempted republic discouraged Spanish resubjuga- 
tion; again when she was set up in business by the 
reverse of a, demand for indemnity in the peace of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo; again when, at her own peril, the 
United States, from 1857 to 1861, held Mexico under a 
virtual protectorate against half of Europe; and yet 
again when Sheridan massed a matchless army of 
veterans on the Rio Grande and restored Mexico to her- 
self, free from the grip of France and Maximilian. 

“The treatment of the people of Mexico by the United 
States (for it is always with people, and not with their 
despotic rulers that the people of the United States 
affiliate) has been marked and exceptional in the record 
ef nations for friendliness and forbearance to a weaker 
Power.”

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CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS. 

By “Changes in Navy Regulations, No. 15,” which was 
‘wed by the President and published March 24, 
1911, the authority of the aids is extended to cover 
almost the entire Navy Department. “Chiefs of bureaus 
and heads of offices are free to make verbal recommenda- 
tions or statements to the Secretary when they so de- 
sire’; but all papers from the bureau chiefs must be 
submitted “through the appropriate aid.” This change 
is regarded by the staff officers as radical, and as placing 
the executive authority of the Department entirely in 
the hands of the Secretary's aids. 

In a number of other particulars throughout the 
changes, which will go into effect shortly, the authority 
of the bureau chiefs is curtailed, and the aids are made 
a more important part of the organization of the Navy. 
To Article 1549 is’ attached a paragraph which places 
the navy yards directly under the supervision of the Aid 
for Material and deprives the bureau of any authority. 
It is specifically ‘directed that “all communications from 
navy yards relative to alterations, improvements and 
the purchase and the installation of machinery and tools, 
including all requisitions for material or articles needed 
in connection therewith, shall be addressed and for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Navy (Division of 
{Material), and not any particular bureau.” From the 
Division of Material such papers go te the bureau “for 
statement as to the state of the appropriation concerned 
and availability of funds for the specific purchase.” 

No recommendation ag to the advisability of doing the 
work will be asked from the bureau chiefs. By the new 
regulations the bureau chiefs are simply to carry out 
the recommendation of the Secretary, which is made 
through the. aids. : The staff officers construe this as 
meaning ‘that all work is to be done under the personal 
direction of the aids. They no more act in an advisory 
capacity, as under the old regulations, but will direct 
the management:of the Department even in the smallest 
and routine matters. 

Navy experts who have scanned the changes in the 
regulations regard them as the most important that have 
been made in recent years. Comdr. Lloyd H. Chandler, 
who revised the regulations, has done his work well. 
‘Even those who do not agree with the policy that has 
been pursued in making the changes acknowledge that 
he has perfected them in many respects. He has been 
working ‘om the regulations since ‘November last, and 
has removed many ‘of the inconsistencies which existed 
under the old regulations, 

‘* Qne of the most important changes which has been 





made relative to the personnel of the Navy is that which 


-requires that the executive officer of a battleship or 


armored’ cruiser commanded by a ‘captain should not be 
under the rank of commander. This will result in a 
great many changes in the official personnel of battle 
ships and armored ‘cruisers. By the last Navy Appro- 
priation bill nineteen extra commanders were created. 
Under the new regulations most of these will probably 
go to sea. 

The office of first lieutenant is created by ‘the new 
regulations aboard all battleships and armored cruisers, 
which is to be filled by lieutenant commanders, or lieu- 
tenants if possible. The office of lieutenant is to rank 
next to executive officer, and his duties will be to take 
care of the ship and act as,construction officer. ; There 
are also some new regulations covering the manner of 
doing deck and engine room duty on board ship. | 

By the changes in the regulations the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks is transferred from the: Assistant Secretary 
to the Division of Material. The section of accounts of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is transferred from 
the Division of Material to the direct supervision. of the 
Assistant Secretary, leaving the section of supplies 
under the jurisdiction of the Division of Material. 

A new method of procedure in the inspection, general 


survey, alterations and repairs to ships is provided for | 


by a number of changes in the regulations. The au- 
thority of the commandant of a navy yard is so extended 
as to provide that he can make repairs costing as much 
as $3,000 without directions from the Department. The 
yards and docks department of a navy yard is taken from 
under the authority of the captain of the yard and placed 
under the senior civil engineer attached to. the yard, This 
department will be known as the public works depart- 
ment, and the civil engineer. as the public works officer. 
We give the text of some of the changes on page 956. 





SERVICE LEGISLATION IN CONGRESS. 

This will be a busy session for the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, although it may not report out much 
legislation. About the only bill that is sure to pass is 
the Hobson bill creating a board of national defense. Mr. 
Hobson has reintroduced his bill with some slight 
amendments. One of the amendments adds the chairmen 
of the Senate and House Committees on Foreign Affairs 
to the board. : Last session the bill by unanimous vote 
was reported out of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. Mr. Hobson, who has been canvassing the 
sentiment of the House, believes that there will be no 
difficulty experienced in securing the passage of the 
measure at an early date. It could have been passed 
last session by unanimous consent, but it was reported 
out of the committee so late that it was feared that the 
bill would be held up in the Senate. 

Although it .is doubtful whether the Dikideiatic 
leaders will permit. the passage of a Naval . Personnel 
bill at the extra session, the Navy Committee will give 
the Secretary of the Navy and the officers of the Depart- 
ment an opportunity to discuss their recommendations 
in this direction. . This will be done with a view of giving 
the new members of the committee’ an opportunity of 
acquainting themselves with the details of the proposed 
legislation. Until the committee meets, of course, it 
will be impossible to say just what program will be 
adopted. 

It is understood that Chairman Padgett is favorably 
disposed toward the Foss bill, to increase the efficiency 
of the Naval Militia. This measure has the endorsement 
of the Navy Department and the support of the Naval 
Militia. Chairman Padgett has the highest opinion of 
the merits of the bill. Of course, the Navy reorganiza- 
tion question will receive some attention from the House 
Committee. Some of the members favor action upon 
this matter at this session. If the House leaders should 
let down the bars for more legislation than is provided 
for in the program adopted at the Democratic caucus 
a bill which will attempt to settle the Navy reorganiza- 
tion controversy will be reported out of the House Com- 
mittee. It is generally taken for granted that Chairman 
Padgett is favorable to at least a part of the Newberry 
plan. Just how far the committee will go in this direc- 
tion it is not safe to predict until the new members 
of the committee have been heard from. 

Attention is again called to the fact that the depart- 
ment chiefs in the War Department, with the exception 
of Gen. E. M. Weaver, Chief of the Coast Artillery, if 
they are not reappointed will find no place in the line 
of the Army to which they can return, and so will be 
legislated out of the Army altogether. This is one of 
the inconsistencies of the Act of 1901, and has had the 
effect of making these details permanent. Of course, 
the Army chiefs now serving under this law will be re- 
appointed as fast as their details expire, as no one in 
Congress will separate any officer entirely from the Service 
without cause. No legislation of a radical character 
disturbing the. organization of the Army will pass Con- 
gress at this session. If the Democrats in the House 
were disposed to it, they would be powerless to accom- 
plish their purpose so long as the Senate is Republican 
and under the leadership of such broad statesmen as 
Senator Warren. While Senator Warren gives up the 
Committee on Military Affairs to Senator du Pont he 
will still be in position to se@ that no serious injury is 
done 'to the Army. The new chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs can also be depended 
upon to treat the Army fairly. He is a graduate of 
West Point and a_ soldier of distinguished service. 
Senator du Pont’s presenee at the head of the Military 


Committee is an assurance that the Army “will recat 
A square deal, and that no legislation will be mer 
during this Congress that will seriously cripple it, *., 





A special course for the “preparation of officers to po 
‘as instructors of the National Guard is being arranged 
at the Army Service School at Fort Leavenworth. It 
is thought that a class of about forty lieutenants es- 
pecially selected will be sent to the school some time 
in the early part of May. If possible this course will 
begin May 1 and last four months. At the conclusion of 
the course the officers will be detailed to the Militia. 
Great care will be exercised in selecting the officers for 
this duty, as the War Department is anxious to get this 
work started under the most favorable cénditions. Qon- 
sideration will be given not only to the scholastic 
qualification of the officers detailed, but also to their 
ability to deal with men of limited military experience. 
An officer will be detailed to every state and territory 
with the exception of Nevada, District of Columbia and 
Hawaii. Nevada has no Organized Militia, and active 
officers are now serving with the National Guard of 
the District of Columbia and Hawaii. It is probable 
that these officers will go on duty as_ instructors 
with the National Guard early in September, Some 
of the states who have large forces of Militia have 
not yet formally applied for instructors. The matter 
has been taken up in an unofficial way by officers of 
Militia, but this is not sufficient. It will be necessary 
for a formal application from the governors of the states 
before the War Department, under the provision of the 
Act, ean detail instructors to any state. It is absoltitely 
necessary for the states to comply with this provision 
of the law before the War Department can act. 





We publish on page 943 the complimentary correspond- 
ence which has passed between Worth G. Ross, captain 
commandant, U.S.R.C.S., and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who expresses the general regret which is felt 
because ill health has compelled Captain Ross to ask 
for retirement. It is to be hoped that we shall get as 
good a man in the place he will vacate May 1. There 
is a great work to be done in the Revenue Cutter Service 
by a bright, energetic officer, at its head, one thoroughly 
imbued with the spirit of the Service and alive’ to the 
progress which is affecting all military organizations. 
We have in the Revenue Cutter Service a fine body . of 
2,500 disciplined men, rendering important service and 
receiving valuable training in peace, and furnishing an 
important auxiliary to the Navy in the event of war. 
It is senior to the Navy, having been established eight 
years earlier, in 1790, and: being the first armed maritime 
force of the Government, Its attachment to the Treasury 
Department is due to the fact that we had no Navy 
Department when it was established. Revenue cutters 
have participated in all the wars of the United States, 
except the Algerine War, and have been prompt to 
respond to any emergency, and have given an excellent 
account of themselves. As appointment is not limited to 
seniority, the best officer in the list of captains should 
be put at the head of the corps. 





Secretary Meyer has retained Mr. H. L. Gantt, Mr. 
Harrington Emerson and Mr. Charles Day, experts in 
scientific management, to visit the principal .Eastern 
navy yards, with a view to improving the methods in 
the manufacturing and repair shops by introducing the 
scientific management methods found so successful: in 
railroads and in industrial establishments. Some steps 
along these lines have already been taken at the different 
navy yards, but it is found advisable to instruct the 
officers at the yards in the details of scientific manage- 
ment and apply what is found suitable in the navy yard 
shops. A small library of books and other publications 
on this subject has already been selected and ordered 
sent to the navy yards for the use of the officers and 
leading employees, who will be required to. become 
familiar with the subject. It is intended also to have a 
small board of officers visit the different establishments 
where scientific management has been established to see 
on a large scale its application to different industries, 
so that the best practice may be found for the varied 
activities of repair and manufacturing at navy yards. 
Officers from the navy yards will visit nearby commercial 
industries to learn at first hand the newest methods. 
The experts who have been retained will make a report 
on the conditions found in the yards, and will recommend 
such improvement as may be necessary, and point out 
the ways in which it may be accomplished. They will 
continue to give advice and co-operation to the officers 
who are studying the best systems of improvement, and 
will assist in putting. the: best methods in operation. .For 
some years the principles of scientific management have 
to a great extent ‘been applied in’the active fleet, es- 
pecially in training for target practice, the improvement 
in coaling ship and the competition in steaming efficiency 
and the use of supplies. In order that the experts in 
scientific management may see our “product,” i.e, our 
Battleship Fleet firing under battle conditions, they are 
now on the battleships hice the firing. 





President Taft called Representative Sulzer and other 
Democratic members of the committee to the White 
House the other day and laid before them the conditigns 
which confronted the Administration when it ordered 
20,000 troops to Texas. They report that they are 
convinced that Japan had nothing to do with the mobili- 
zation, which was brought about solely by conditions in 
Mexico, 
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THE MANEUVER DIVISION. 


Brig. Gen. E. A. Garlington, Inspector General of the 
Army, returned to Washington on April 1. He visited 
the division at San Antonio and the brigade at Galves- 
ton. He found the soldiers in excellent health and 
spirits. On the whole, he considered the mobilization 
a satisfactory demonstration of the Army’s ability to 
assemble quickly. He was particularly gratified that 
the great movement had been accomplished without 
injury to man or beast. 

In replying to an inquiry from the War Department 
General Carter advised by wire on April 5 that the 
health and sanitary conditions of the Maneuver Division 
were extremely good. The sick report was on that date 
only one-half per cent. of the strength of the division. 
Fewer than the usual cases of measles and mumps were 
brought into camp by the recruits. 

April 1 the troops of the Maneuver Division at San 
Antonio participated in a division review, something 
not known in this country since the Civil War. The 
line of battle was over a mile long. Between 8,000 and 
9,000 men passed Gen. William H. Carter—infantrymen 
with ball cartridges in their belts and artillery with 
service shells in their limbers. Every arm of the Service 
represented in the division camp was out in full strength 
except the independent brigade of 9th and 11th Cavalry 
and the Ambulance Corps. The brigade is not properly 
of the division, and the trooper recruits are out at Leon 


Springs at target practice. 

A few minutes before four o’clock General Carter 
and his staff rode down from division headquarters and 
took up a position about midway in the mile’s length 
of brown immovable blocks of soldiers. With the Gen- 
eral were Col. S. C. Mills, Capt. Malin Craig, Lieut. 
Col. Daniel E. McCarthy, Lieut. Cols, H. P. Birmingham 
and E. F. Ladd, Majors Bell, H. E. Wilkins, B. Win- 
ship, P. F. Straub, Brig. Gen. J. W. Duncan, Colonel 
MacLachlan, Military Attaché of the British Embassy at 
Washington, and Major von Herwerth, German Military 
Attaché, 

3y 3:30 p.m. the regiments were on the move. The 
Corps of Engineers, with a brace of their big pontoon 
boats on wheels, passed slowly the length of the field 
and took position away over where the ground rises to 
make the skyline near the brown tents of two Cavalry 
camps. Then the Infantry fell in, company by company 
and regiment by regiment. At just three minutes past 
four the bugle sounded, the signal being repeated all 
down the line, and officers saluted. Another signal and 
the troops were on the move. The head of the line 
turned at the edge of the 3d Field Artillery’s camp, then 
came down in company front past the reviewing position, 
First two companies with guns, and then the segment 
ef the pontoon train lumbered by, starting into a full 
gallop after they had passed the yey officer. The 
Signal Corps followed, and then Gen. F. A. Smith’s 
brigade, headed by a band playing “Maryland, My 
Maryland.” General Smith and his staff saluted and 
rode on, the band turned into mid-field and kept up its 
great marching song, while the swinging companies of 
the three regiments passed, followed by the vociferous 
cheers of the 10,000 spectators present. 

The Infantry came down in company front, taking 
up the double time after passing the reviewing officer. 
A blue pennant with a white “2” beneath the big “I” 
sewed in the upper field was carried past by a mounted 
bearer. Then a band came and then the first regiment 
of General Maus’s 2d Brigade, then more marching men, 
with the two regimental flags saluted by trumpet fanfare 
as they passed. At the end of half an hour six thousand 
men with flashing weapons had marched past. The 3d 
Brigade, with one regiment, the 23d, missing, closed 
the line of Infantry. 

Then at the head of his Artillery Brigade rode Col. 
Alexander B. Dyer, and behind him the ist Battery, 
marching in battery front with six guns in line and the 
six trailing caissons in the rear. Six horses to a gun, 
six men on each caisson and two apiece to limber and 
gun. The review was over at ten minutes past five 
o'clock. 

Orders were received on April 4 to send the 9th 
Cavalry (colored) to relieve the 3d Cavalry and two 
troops of the 4th guarding the border between Ha) > 
near El Paso, and Brownsville, on the Gulf, a distance 
of more than 1,500 miles. The 9th were expected to get 
under way by April 7, but the orders were revoked by 
President Taft April 6, following vigorous protests from 
the towns along the border, but what influenced the 
President more than the protests was the fact that the 
negro regiment appears to have been unjustly accused 
of causing disturbances in San Antonio. Investigation 
has proved that the charges brought against them are 
unfounded, and the order permitting them to remain in 
San Antonio is in the light of a vindication. President 
Taft directed that the negro troops remain at San 
Antonio and that the 3d Cavalry remain on the border. 

W. D. Cuttle, vice president and general manager of 
the street car lines of San Antonio, Texas, telegraphed 
to the War Department April 7 denying that there had 
been trouble between the negro soldiers of the 9th 
Cavalry and the street car company. Mr. Cuttle’s 
despatch was as follows: “We have only had one case 
of serious trouble between negro soldiers and a conductor. 
Some infractions of Jim Crow law reported during first 
few days 9th Regiment here. For the past week negro 
soldiers have complied with the Jim Crow law without 
hesitation, and have been orderly in their department in 
the cars. Officers have discipline of men well in hand, 
and conduct of all classes of troops has been excellent 
considering Jarge number of men here.” 

From officers of General Carter’s staff it was learned 
that when the 9th Cavalry arrived from Fort D. 
A. Russell, in Wyoming all the first sergeants, men 
old in the Service and imbued with the spirit of the 
Army, volunteered to their superior officers to be respon- 
sible for the conduct and the discipline of the men of 
the regiment. They have achieved all that they promised, 
John F. Guilfoyle, the commander of the regiment, said. 
He added that every complaint against the men of his 
command had been investigated and found to be baseless.” 

Col. John R. Marshall, the negro commanding officer 
of the 8th Infantry, Illinois National Guard, who has 
been assioned to the 18th Infantry, is to have as a com- 
panion militiaman, Colonel Gardner, of North Carolina. 
The colored officer has his meals sent to his tent, while 
the North Carolina colonel and the other white officers 
assigned to the regiment mess with the Regular officers. 
The negro keeps to himself most of the time. 

The visiting officers of the National Guard of New 
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York are distributed between the 10th,’ 11th, 13th, 
15th, 17th, 18th and 28th Infantry Regiments and the 
9th and 11th Cavalry contingents. ' 

A Sun despatch says: “The task of assigning the 
various officers of the state troops to officers of the 
Regulars at the camp has been a difficult one for Gen- 
eral Carter’s staff. Pretty nearly every officer to appear 
so far is a major or a colonel, and already there are 
more colonels of National Guard accounted for than 
there are colonels of regiments in the camp. Several 
— already have two Militia colonels assigned to 

em. 

“A Militia major who wore a sword and a revolver 
and a pair of binoculars appeared before the tent of a 
captain who is an aide-de-camp to General Carter. The 
captain was in his undershirt, with his blouse bearing 
fhe marks of his rank on the cot behind him. 

“Sergeant, is this your tent?’ inquired the visiting 
major. 

“Tt is, sir,’ answered General Carter’s aid without 
a smile. ‘Well, I’ll just drop this grip here until I go 
over to General Smith’s brigade headquarters. When lL 
want it I will send for you and you can bring it over 
for me.’ 

“Very well, sir,’ returned the aide-de-camp, and he 
—< himself up and saluted with his bare arm crooked 
rigidly.” . 

On the afternoon of April 3 a half hour of torrential 
rain, which was succeeded by a steady soaking precipi- 
tation continuing for several hours, made of the whole 
camp a swamp and of the tents flooded islands among 
the everglades. Complaint is made of lack of water at 
the Pecos River Bridge of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
175 miles from San Antonio, and that the railroad is 
chareing Company K, 23d Intantry. guarding the bridge, 
for the water they draw from the railroad tank. 

Fort Sam Houston is to be provided with one of the 
finest wireless outfits in the country, supplied with 
electricity from the city line. With it the Signal Corps 
hope to send messages 2,400 miles. 

Private Goodman, 9th Cav., is under arrest in the 
county jail, charged with forging the name of Capt. 
Herman A. Sievert to checks. 








The San Antonio Gazette says: “What with attending 
to the thousands of details connected with the line of 
communications, which in campaign includes the base 
where depots of supplies and hospitals are maintained 
and the supply of issue depots at the front, and the 
command of the troops in the Department of Texas, 
which are constantly shifting in patrol duty along the 
Mexican border, General Duncan is probably the busiest 
man in the Army to-day.” 

That there is a shortage in Army supplies has 
developed in the concentration of the Maneuver Division 
now at San Antonio. There is on hand just about 
enough of important supplies to place one division in 
the field. If a contingency should arise which would 
make it necessary to send another division to the front 
it would be impossible to equip it up to the standard 
which is required by the Field Regulations. To begin 
with. there are just enough machine guns ready for issue 
for the troops now in the field, and there are not enough 
to equip a division according to the regulation adopted 
for field armies which require a machine-gun company 
with every regiment of Infantry. As it is there is only 
one machine-gun platoon with each regiment. In order 
to try out the new regulations it was proposed that a 
machine-gun company should be formed in each regiment 
of Coast Artillery with the Maneuver Division, but it 
was found impossible to secure more than enough guns 
for a platoon. There is also a shortage of pontoon 
bridge equipment for the Engineers with the Maneuver 
Division. In the event of actual hostilities this shortage 
would seriously cripple the division now in the field, not 
to speak of a second division which would be called out 
immediately. The Signal Corps, according to unofficial 
reports. is also embarrassed for the want of some of 
its more modern style appliances. What it has is fully 
up to the latest advances in Signal Corps equipment, 
but on account of the niggardly policy of Congress it 
has not sufficient equipment to do the work which it 
should under war conditions. 

Arrangements have been made for a trial of the new 
field bread at the Maneuver Division. Although the 
Commissary General is satisfied that the new bread is 
a success from experiments conducted with it at the 
cooking school and at the War Department, he is anxious 
to know just how it will stand the test of actual use. 
Several batches of the bread have been kept at the office 
of the Commissary General for ten or twelve days in a 
fresh condition. he hard crust of the new bread has 
retained the moisture in the interior of the loaf for this 
length of time, and it has a very nutty taste. In 
appearance the bread resembles the old style Dutch rye 
bread, although it is made of white flour. The crust is 
so hard that the loaves can be piled in large heaps 
without injury. The experiment will be conducted by 
Capt. L. R. Holbrook. 

The Militia authorities of the state of Texas have 
requested authority from the ‘War Department to take 
part in the maneuvers with the Maneuver Division. It 
is the desire of the War Department to grant this 
authority provided all expenses connected therewith may 
be borne from the state funds of Texas or from the 
apportionment of Federal funds to that state under 
Sec. 1661, Revised Statutes. The matter, has been re- 
ferred to General Carter for remark and ‘recommenda- 
tion, since it is believed he should be consulted before 
a decision is reached in the matter. The Militia of 
Texas consists of one brigade of Infantry (three regi- 
ments), four troops of Cavalry, one battery of Field 
Artillery and one company of the Signal Corps. 

The 2d Provisional Regiment, under command of Col. 
C. P. Townsley, returned to Galveston March 29 from 
its first practice march, on which it camped out one 
night. Other regiments will take similar hikes soon. 
The ist Provisional Regiment, under command of Col. 
C. J. Bailey, was to leave April 1, bivouac out Saturday 
night and return to camp Sunday morning. Short 
marches by companies and battalions are made every 
day, as well as the usual drills and regimental parades. 
The entire brigade of 3,900 men were paraded for review 
and inspection Friday, March 31, General Mills review- 
ing officer and Col. J. B. White in command. There 
was also an inspection of the brigade wagon train. The 
company of field Hospital Corps stationed at Camp 
Crockett will be recruited to its full wartime strength, 
five non-commissioned officers and twenty-two privates 
being sent here from some post in California.

MANEUVER CAMP MEN’S CLUB. 


- Division Maneuver Camp, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, March 31, 1911. 
To THE EpiroR oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The union effort being made by the twelve Army 
chaplains who are here with their regiments is on so 
large and helpful a scale that your readers will be 
interested in knowing of it. 

The immense unfinished chapel, which is a gift of 
the citizens of San Antonio to the post of Fort Sam 
Houston, and. which is located on the edge of the 
maneuver camp, presented such a splendid opportunity 
for usefulness that the twelve chaplains who are with 
their regiments immediately took steps to secure the use 
of it, and through the courtesy of General Duncan and 
the generosity of the Woman’s Army and Navy League, 
Chaplain C. C. Pierce, retired, and a few other friends 
this great building was quickly converted into an en- 
listed men’s club of immense proportions. Writing 
tables to accommodate 150 men at a sitting have been 
installed and free paper and envelopes furnished, ten 
thousand sheets being used the first week. There are 
reading tables laden with good literature, and an 
abundance of chess, checkers, dominoes, etc. A piano 
and a motion picture machine are in use for entertain- 
ments, and it is estimated that fully 2,500 men make 
their way to the club each day. 

The chaplains are organized for the work with a 
president, secretary, treasurer, committee on ways and 
means, ete. One chaplain directs the moving picture 
work; another, with lots of red blood in his veins, has 
the oversight of the clean stunts that the men do 
evenings at their entertainments; another is in charge 
of the building and directs its arrangement; a good 
fellow, with lots of tact, looks after the Sunday evening 
services, and another the Sunday morning religious 
work. Over a thousand men attended religious services 
last Sunday.

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INTERCOLLEGIATE FENCING TOURNAMENT. 


Six teams, representing the Military Academy, the 
Naval Academy, Harvard, Columbia, Cornell and Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, met on Friday night, March 31, 
at the Hotel Astor, in New York city, to fence for the 
intercollegiate championships. The six teams made 
eighteen fencers and they were arranged on the round 
robin plan, there being 135 bouts in all. It was decided 
to fence sixty-three of these Friday night, and Cornell 
led with 17 wins, West Point being second with 16. 
The score of the others was: Annapolis, 10; Pennnsyl- 
vania, 8; Harvard and Columbia, 6 each. Roos, of Cor- 
nell, was the best man individually, as he won seven 
bouts and did not suffer defeat. The teams were: 

West Point—R. EB, Anderson and A. H. Hinemon, W. 
H. Wilbur and H. M. Rayner.

The six teams were divided into three strips. Colum- 
bia and Cornell and Harvard tackled the Navy. Penn- 
sylvania was pitted against the Army. Then there was 
a shift in the teams and Columbia lost three bouts 
against the ‘~.” and won two bouts and lost one to 
Pennsylvania, rnell men won two bouts from the 
Navy and two from Harvard. The Navy opened well 
against Harvard, Wilbur and McLaughlin winning their 
bouts, but Hunt, of Harvard, scored over Scott. The 
Navy won two bouts from Pennsylvania. The cadets 
did sharp work on the two opening bouts against Penn- 
sylvania. Wilbur and Rayner were the fencers to gain 
the brackets. 

In the third bout, by the snapping of a foil, R. E. An- 
dergon, the principal fencer of the West Point team, 
was injured severely. He was taken to Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, and it developed that he had suffered a painful 
flesh wound, the broken foil point having passed entirely 
through his side below the right armpit. Anderson was 
fencing with J. B. B. Parker, of Pennsylvania, and both 
fencers were well matched. They had tied twice, and 
they were contesting for the deciding points when 
Parker lunged and the foil caught Anderson on the right 
side a few inches below the arm pit and the blade 
snapped. The fragment held by Parker had pierced the 
flesh so that the end protruded beneath the shoulder 
blade in the back. First aid was rendered by Drs. 
Graeme M. Hammond and M. J. Echeverria. 

Anderson’s place was quickly taken by A. H. Hinemon, 
and he finished the bout against Parker, ‘the Quaker 
winning. The Army won three bouts against Columbia, 
three against Harvard and one against the Navy. Penn- 
sylvania had won four. At the end of thirty-six bouts 
Cornell and the Army were neck and neck with ten wins 
each. The Navy had six wins, Harvard and Pennsyl- 
vania had four each and Columbia two. Around the 
fortieth bout Cornell gained a slight lead, as Allison for 
Ithaca won from Wilbur, of West Point. Cornell kept 
up this lead to the finish, and when they quit for the 
night was one bout ahead of the cadets. 

The match was resumed on Saturday night, and by 
the small advantage of one point over the Army team 
Cornell won the annual intercollegiate fencing champion- 
ship. It was the first time since the present association 
was formed that any other combination than a “Service” 
one had gained the premier honors with the foils, the 
West Pointers having won in six years and Annapolis 
par D. C. Roos, of Cornell, took the individual 

itle. 

Cornell had 35 wins, Army 34, Navy 22, Columbia 18, 
Pennsylvania 14 and Harvard 12. Individual victories 
were: Roos, Cornell, 14; Larimer, Navy, 14; Rayner, 
Army, 18; Wilbur, Army, 12; Allison, Cornell, 11; 
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Espindola, Cornell, 10; Hinemon, Army, 9; Dwyer, 
Columbia, 8; Parker, Pennsylvania; '«8; © Northrop, 
Columbia, 6; Hunt, Harvard, 5; McLaughlin, Harvard, 
5; Pitt, Columbia, 4; Hatch, Navy, 4; Seott, Navy, 4;

Roos did not lose a single bout: until the-very last one 
of the night. He then met Rayner, of the Army, who, 
although a victory could not change the result, fenced 
as if everything depended on it,: and scored over the 
Cornell man. ‘This left the latter: tied with Larimer, 
whom he had beaten Friday night. In the fence-off two 
of the seven judges called it a: tie, but the other five 
gave it to Roos. 

Although the Army was beaten, .the cadets had some 
consolation in being the only team that beat every other 
team in the tournament, 

The final bouts were held in. the big ballroom in a 
brilliant setting of beautifully gowned women. A dance 
followed ‘the competition. 





West Point, N.Y., April 4, 1911. 

Notwithstanding the all but serious accident to Cadet 
Anderson in the first bout of the Intercollegiate Fencing 
Tournament, and his consequent withdrawal and the 
entry of a substitute in his place, the West Point 
fencing team made a great fight for victory, which they 
lost by one bout. Although they did not win the cham- 
pionship they nevertheless, with the serious handicap 
of the loss of probably their best fencer, won the contest 
from the representatives of all the other universities, 
winning from each by the following score: 

Cornell, 5 to 4; Navy, 6 to 3; Pennsylvania, 7 to 2; 
Columbia, 8 to 1; Harvard, 8 to 1. 

The last three bouts of the tournament were between 


Cornell and the Army, Cornell having won four of the. 


six bouts previously fenced between these two teams. 
he cadets captured these three bouts in succession, and 
to do so Cadet Rayner had to win from Roos, of Cornell, 
wh» up to that time had not suffered a single defeat. 
‘This tournament brought forth a unique condition in 
fenving. The Army team lost, but was undefeated. 
Cadet Anderson is progressing: favorably, and no 
serious results are anticipated.

Annapolis, Md., April 5, 1911. 

The brigade of midshipmen assembled to welcome the re- 
turn of the midshipmen’s fencing team, together with a 
large number of visitors and townspeople. The Navy fencing 
team arrived from New York shortly after 8 o’clock and 
were given a hearty welcome. 

At the Intercollegiate Fencing Association’s meeting re- 
cently the following officers were elected: Oadet W. . 
Paulus, West Point, president; Sim W. Lorimer, Naval 
Academy, vice-president, and ©. R. McPherson, Pennsylvania, 
secretary and treasurer. The association voted unanimously 
against affiliation with the Amateur Fencers’ League of 
America and decided to hold next year’s championship bouts 
in New York city. 








THE MILITIA PAY BILL 


The abolishment of the House Committee on Militia 
by.the Democratic caucus places an obstacle in the way 
of the passage of the Militia Pay bill at this session of 
Congress. It, however, is not an _ insurmountable 
obstacle, for if the Militia officers, with the support of 
the War Department, take up the matter immediately 
they should be able to bring pressure to bear upon Con- 
gress which would be difficult to resist. If the bill gets 
started in the Senate early enough in the session it will 
be difficult to head off the measure in the House, despite 
the fact that it is generally believed that Representative 
Hay, the new chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, is opposed to this legislation. When it comes 
over from the Senate the bill will be referred to Mr. 
Hay’s committee. Under the new rules it would be 
impossible for him to hold it in the committee if there 
is sufficient strength on the floor of the House to make 
an urgent demand for the passage of the measure. After 
a certain time a motion to discharge the committee is 
in order, and as Congress is apt to be in session for 
some time there will be ample opportunity to force the 
consideration of the bill. 

As the first step toward securing the passage of a 
Militia Pay bill Senator Dixon reintroduced (S. 9292) 
a bill which was reported from! the Senate Committee 
with amendments at the last session, on March 1. In 
the present Congress it will, of course, receive a new 
number.

ARMY SUPPLY CORPS. 


After giving the matter mature consideration, Repre- 
sentative Hay, the new chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, introduced a bill on April 5 
which provides for the consolidation of the supply 
departments of the Army. He thinks that the duties 
performed by the Quartermaster General, Commissary 
General and Paymaster General should be consolidated 
under one officer, who should have the rank of major 
general. In the opinion of Chairman. Hay these changes 
would result in a saving to the Government of $500,000 
by’ the reduction in the pay of the personnel and the 
avoidance of duplication in work. 

“For the past six months,” said Chairman Hay, “I 
have been working upon this proposed legislation. I 
scarcely expect it to pass at this session, as most of the 
time of Congress will be taken up by the legislative 
program which has been adopted at the Democratic 
caucus. But the bill is of such great importance that I 
think that the Military Committee should take it up at 
this session, with the view of. reporting it at the next 
session, when, in my opinion, it will be passed. At an 
early meeting of the committee I expect the bill to be 
taken up, and arrangements will be made for a hearing 
and a report on it from the War Department.” 





The consideration of this proposed legislation by the. 


Military Affairs Committee is apt to reopen an old 
controversy on the organization of the supply depart- 
ments of the Army. Shortly after the close of the Civil 
War legislation of this character was proposed. Most 
of ‘the great generals of the Civil War appeared before 
the Military Committee during the consideration of this 
legislation, and the records of their. testimony still exist. 
It is not thought that the War Department will look 
with favor upon such a radical. reorganization of these 





departments, although it is too early to say just what 
position will be taken by the Secretary. 


H.R. 1696, Mr. Hay.—To decrease the expense and increase 
the efficiency ofethe staff service of the Army. Office establish- 
ments of the Quartermaster General, Commissary General and 
Paymaster General of the Army are consolidated and shall here- 
after constitute a single bureau of the War Department, which 
shall be known as the Bureau of Supplies, and of which the 
Chief of Supply Corps, created by this act, shall be head. The 
department shall hereafter be known’ as the Supply Corps of 
the Army and officers of the corps by titles of rank held by 
them therein. Provisions of Sections 26 and27 of the Act of 
Feb. 2, 1901, entitled, ‘‘An act to i the efficiency of the 
permanent military establishment of the United States,” are 
hereby extended so as to apply to the Supply Corps in manner 
and to extent to which they now apply to Quartermaster’s, Sub- 
sistence and Pay Departments. Officers now holding permanent 
commissions in said departments shall hereafter have same 
tenure of commission in the Supply Corps, shall be recommis- 
sioned as officers of said corps, with rank of same grades and 
dates as that now had by them, and, for the purpose of filling 
vacancies among them, shall constitute one list, on which they 
shall be arranged according to rank. So long as any officers 
holding permanent commissions shall remain on said list, all 
vacancies occurring therein shall be filled, if possible, from 
among such officers, by promotion according to seniority in rank 
if vacancies occur in grades not above that of colonel, and by 
selection if vacancies occur in any higher grades; and if any 
officer shall remain on said list without receiving any advance- 
ment in rank until time of his retirement from active service, 
he shall, when retired, be retired with advancement of one grade 
in rank, Non-commissioned officers pow known as post quar- 
termaster sergeants and post commissary sergeants shall here- 
after be known as supply sergeants; employees now known as 
paymaster’s clerks shall be known as pay clerks, and each of 
said non-commissioned officers and employees shall continue to 
have pay, allowances, rights and privileges now allowed him 
by law: Provided, That no details to fill vacancies in the grade 
of major in Supply Corps shall be made until the number of 
officers of that grade shall have been reduced by eleven, and 
thereafter the number of officers in said grade shall not exceed 
forty-six; and no details to fill vacancies in the grade of captain 
in Supply Corps shall be made until after the number of officers 
of that grade shall be reduced by thirty-one, and thereafter num- 
ber of officers of said grade shall not exceed one hundred: 
Provided further, That whenever the Secretary of War shall 
decide that it is necessary and practicable, regimental, battalion 
and squadron quartermasters and commissaries shall be required 
to perform any duties that junior officers of the Supply 
Corps may properly be required to perform: Provided further, 
That such duty or duties as are now required by law to be per- 
formed by any officer or officers of the Quartermaster’s, Sub- 
sistence or Pay Departments shall hereafter be performed by 
such officer or officers of the Supply Corps as the Secretary of 
War mav designate for the purpose: Provided further, That 
there shall be a Chief of Supply Corps, who shall have the rank 
of major general while so serving, and who shall be appointed 
by the President, by and with advice and consent of the Senate, 
from among officers of said corps and in accordance with re- 
quirements of Section 26 of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901: Provided 
further, That when the first vacancy in the grade of brigadier 
general in the Supply Corps shall hereafter occur that vacancy 
shall not be filled, but the office in which the vacancy occurs 
shall immediately cease and determine: Provided further, That 
nothing in this act shall be held or construed so as to separate 
anv officer from the Army or to diminish the rank now held 
by him. 
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CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Representative Cox, of Ohio, on April 5 introduced 
a resolution calling on President Taft to furnish Con- 
gress with information showing the entire cost to date 
of the occupation of the Philippines by the United 
States. Mr. Cox declared that the islands are a burden, 
and that in case of a war this country would be 
humiliated by losing them. He intends to urge a treaty 
neutralizing the islands, placing them in the control of 
Great Britain, Japan and the United States. 

A bill to restore the Army canteen was introduced 
on April 5 by Representative Bartholdt, of Missouri. 
Mr. Bartholdt declared the restoration of the canteen is 
necessary for the preservation of health and decent 
conduct in the Army. ; 

A bill was introducéd in the Sixty-first Congress to 
repeal Secs, 1104 and’ 1108, which provide that the 
enlisted men of two regiments of Cavalry and of two 
regiments of Infantry shall be colored men. Repre- 
sentative Garner, of Texas, has introduced a bill to 
allow the Secretary to use his discretion and abolish 
the colored regiments if he chooses. 

Mr. Moore, of Pennsylvania, on April 4 introduced 
H.J. Ikes 13, authorizing the Secretary of State ‘to ar- 
range an international conference to fix the maximum 
denth of rivers, harbors and the approaches thereto. 





The House Committee on Military Affairs when: 


Chairman Hay takes charge will be moved from its 
present location in’ the Capitol Building to the House 
Office Building, occupying Room 451 and two adjacent 
rooms. H. D. Reeve, the present clerk, will continue 
with the committee until May 1. After that date Mr. 
Reeve will resume the practice of law. Although he has 
not decided where he will locate, he will probably remain 


in Washington. Mr. Reeve has been connected with. 


the committee for seven or eight years, during which he 
has made many friends in the Service, as well as in 
Congress. 

Mrs. Leona M. Wells, who for six years has done the 


clerical work on all Army legislation, will go with the, 


Senate Committee on Appropriations when Senator 
Warren is placed at the head of: this. important com- 
mittee. -No clerk in Congress is better and more favor- 
ably known in the Service than Mrs. Wells, who is one 
of the very few clerks whose name has been mentioned 
in an appropriation bill.. In recognition of her untiring 
effort during the Brownsville investigation a special 
appropriation was made for her. It will be difficult to 
fill her place in the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
as she is recognized as an authority on Army legislation. 








DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Central of Georgia Railroad Company, when they 
presented a bill of $6,574.85 for the transportation of 
the National Guard of Georgia to the encampment last 
summer, were informed that there was only $1,355.84 
in the state allotment available for its payment of the 
bill, so that they will probably have to wait for an 
appropriation by Congress. 

As to whether or not a retired officer.of the Army is 
entitled to the full pay and allowances of an officer on 
the active list of the Army when detailed as a professor 
of military) science and -tactics at a university in the 
island of Porto Rico, the Comptroller, after citing the 
law affecting the case, says: “In view of what has 
already been said and the authorities cited. I am of 
opinion that the words “upon the application of an 
established college or university within the United 
States,’ as used in. Sec. .1225 of the Revised Statutes, 
were not. intended. to restrict the benefits of said statute 
to colleges or universities. ‘within the .TJnited States’ in 
the sense of the states united, but were used in a broader 








sense, and embraced at the time the organized contiguous 


territories, and that the Act of April 12, 1900, supra, 


authorized the extension of the benefits of said statute,’ 
as amended, to Porto Rico.”

THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 


Orders were issued by Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
on April 3 for placing the battleships Missouri, Ohio 
and Maine in commission on June 1 to join the Atlantic 
Fleet. It is planned to increase the fleet from the 
present size of sixteen battleships to twenty-one vessels 
by July 1. This plan includes the addition of the 
Florida and Utah, but both ships are considerably be- 
hind the schedule in construction. It will be nearly 
Aug. 1 before the organization of the twenty-one battle- 
ship fleet. can be accomplished. Rear Admiral Hugo 
Osterhaus, commandant of the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
will be first commander of the greater Atlantic Fleet. 

At the Southern Drill Grounds, off the Virginia Capes, 


all the fourteen of the sixteen battleships under command 
of Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, with the torpedo- 
boats and submarine flotilla and the supply and auxiliary 
ships, were in readiness on Monday, April 3, for the 
battle drill planned for this week, but on that day heavy 





rain and a twenty-two-mile wind interfered with firing 


practice. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer, on the Dolphin, was 
present to observe the efficiency of the officers, men and 
guns under: battle conditions. Twenty-five vessels of 
the Navy were on the scene of battle. The four divi- 
sions of the fleet were spread over a distance of forty 
or forty-five miles. 

Nine vessels of the fleet completed the day firing 
Saturday, April 1, and weather rarely surpassed aided 
their marksmanship up to that time. The Michigan, 
the Minnesota, the Louisiana and the Georgia, had the 
best marks to their credit, and the work of the Michigan 
atunene especial attention. Her guns wrecked two 
argets. r 

On the First Division range the Connecticut started 
the first run at 7 o’clock. The flagship circled the Michi- 
gan and target in her wake, preparatory to. steaming 
away to battle range, then closely followed by the North 
Dakota, stood away to the northward. When the gup- 
nery officer thought he had the range he launched a 
broadside of twelve-inch and eight-inch shells, followed 
by salvo after salvo. flagship closed in on ithe target 
and opened fire with her broadside seven-inch guns. The 
number of hits will not be known until official examina- 
tion, but the target’s appearance, filled with gaping holes, 
caused a feeling of satisfaction among the gunnery ex- 
perts. Within an hour the raft was ready for the use of 
the North Dakota. Firing was going on at the same 
time on the other three ranges. 

_ Rough seas and rain compelled the postponing of di- 
visional firing on the Southern Drill Grounds on Tues- 
day, April 4, after the first squadron of the Atlantic 
Fleet battlesh: 
o’clock. The heavy weather made it difficult to handle 
the repair work on board the target rafts and the second 
squadron vessels could not test the accuracy of their 
big guns. The battleships anchored to wait until the 
weather abated. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer, who came to witness 
the practice, returned to Washington April 4 to attend 
a Cabinet meeting. Frederick W. Taylor, H. L. Gantt 
and Mr. Day, of Dodge, Day & Harrington, the “scientific 
management” experts who accompanied Mr. Meyer, were 
transferred to the Dolphin, and later went to the various 
battleships. The trip will afford them valuable insight 
into the matters with which they will deal. 

The Mayflower, which took Secretary Meyer back to 
Norfolk, had some trouble with a leaking boiler and was 
to undergo repairs at the Norfolk yard. She was ‘ex- 
pected to get away from the yard Friday or Saturday 
and will proceed to Washington.. 

Following regular target shooting it-is planned to have 
practice against aeroplanes, the first time the Navy has 
engaged in shooting at aerial targets. Aeroplanes con- 
structed like box kites, but made to represent as nearly 
as possible the present-day aerial craft, are being con- 
structed at the Norfolk Navy Yard, and some were sent 
to the ships during the week. The aeroplanes will be 
made fast by ropes first to a float to be shot at by small 


guns on the ships. Then they will be held captive by. 


the ships and the marksmen on the decks shooting aloft 
will endeavor to pepper the supposed aerial enemy. 

Rear Admiral Sidney A. Staunton, commanding the 
fifth division of the Atlantic Fleet now at Guantanamo, 
reported as follows on April 3 on the work performed 
the past week:

Aeroplane shaped box kites were targets for some of 
the ships of the Atlantic Fleet.on April 6.

Then 
the gunners on the decks of the battleships picked them 
to pieces with small arms. Tt was the first time that 
flying targets were ever fired at by warships, and the 
results, press reports state, proved that good gunners. can 
bring down an airship before it can get close enough 
to do damage. Nothing official was made known as to 
the results of the firing.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Tentative plans for. the new battleships. conteniplate 
the adoption of the three-gun turret. These vessels will 
carry a main battery of ten’ 14-inch guns. The designs 
now under consideration provide two turrets forward 
and two aft. One of the forward and one after turret 
will carry three guns. The other. two turrets will mount 
two guns each. This battery arrangement will give 
a broadside of ten 14-inch guns and a forward and a 
stern fire of five 14-inch guns. Secretary Meyer, how- 
ever, has not formally approved this design, but it is 
prebable that he will do so. 

Protests having been received. by Secretary of the 
Navy Meyer from various societies for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals because a number of live chickens and 
cats were aboard the old battleship Texas on the recent 
target practice in Chesapeake Bay, the Secretary has 
replied that there was no cruelty to the animals. ‘These 
animals,” he says, “were put on the ship in order to 
obtain information as to the effects. of the gases of 
explosive shells. They were removed after the firing. 
It is only by such experiments on dumb animals in time 
of peace that facts can be learned that may lead to the 
amelioration of brutality and prevent needless suffering 
and destruction of human life in time of war. To 
obtain information as to effects of fragmentation of shell 
manikins made of sawdust were employed.” 

Recently there has been a discussion among foreign 
naval attachés in Washington, the Herald reports, in 
regard to a radical departure in the design of battleships. 
One’ British expert believes battleship efficiency will be 
materially increased by the adoption of a design which 
would produce a vessel with the greatest portion of its 
hull submerged, a rounded protective deck and with the 
guns mounted cn high towers. It would. of course, 
require such elevation of armament to give the necessary 
freeboard for the guns, which would have to be protected 
with armor, thus adding to the weight carried above the 
deck, and'so inereasing the problem of stability. 

Additional information has reached the. Navy Depart- 
ment concerning the comparative test of Pacific coal and 
Eastern coal on board’ the cruiser Maryland and the 
cruiser West Virginia. respectively. The results are said 
to be against the Western coast coal. Reports show 
it takes at least eight tons of Pacific coast coal to do 
the work of four or five tons of coal.from the East coast. 
In one case the difference was as much as eighty per 
cent. in: favor of the Eastern coal. The coal burned on 
board the Maryland came from the state of Washington. 
and in some cases it was impossible to maintain a speed 
of fifteen knots. 

The U.S.S. New Jersey has been ordered placed in 
full commission at the navy yard, Boston; Mass., on 
June 1, 1911. 

The address of the U.S.S. Vicksburg has been changed 
to “U.S.S. Vicksburg, Pacific Station, via San Francisco, 
Cal.,” instead of the former address, “U.S.S. Vicksburg, 
care of Postmaster, New York city.” 

The U.S.S. Fox and the U.S.S. Davis have beeu 
ordered placed in reserve as soon as ‘practicable after 
their arrival at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. The 
U.S.S. Farragut has been ordered placed in full commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., as soon as 
practicable after the Fox and the Davis have been placed 
in reserve. 

“The U.S.S, Rhode Island has been ordered placed in 
reserye at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on June 1, 
1911, er as soon thereafter. as practicable. 

The French cruisers Gloire, Amiral Aubet and Condé, 
in command.of Rear Admiral de Lajarte, sailed from 
New York on April 1 for Brest, France. their home 
port. _When they were out of sight-of land Rear Admiral 
de Lajarte sent wireless greetings to Rear Admiral 
Leutze, in command of the New York Navy Yard, in- 
cluding his felicitations to Major General Grant at 
Governors Island, and these were promptly answered. 

The Navy Department on April 7 -received this wire- 
less message from Rear Admiral Schroeder, commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet: “No firing Thursday 
night. Masts would not stand in’ the wind. Sea 
moderating, and prospects better for to-night.” 

A Herald despatch reports that by the explosion of 
a gas tank in the hull of the U.S. submarine Plunger 
on April 5, at the Charleston (S.C.)' Navy Yard, Peter 
Brown, a negro laborer, was killed, and William Flood, 
another negro, was severely burned. 

Theodore A. Snyder, a fireman on the monitor Amphi- 
trite, was commended ‘by Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
on April 6 for gallantry in jumping overboard on March 
16 in an attempt to rescue from drowning Thomas H. 
Hicks, a shipmate. The Amphitrite. was then at 
Memphis. He is from Wilmington, Del., but a native 
of Reading, Pa: 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer has approved the recom- 
mendations of. the Bureaus of Steam Engineering and 
Construction and Repair that the contracts for the con- 
struction of the four submarine boats authorized by the 
last session of Congress be awarded to the Electric Boat 
Company, of New York. It was decided that two of 
the boats shall be built on the Pacific coast and two on 
the Atlantic coast. ‘The average bids for those to be 
built on_the Atlantic coast, which will be in the yard 
of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, at Quincy, 
Mass., averaged about $460,000. The average of the 
bids for the hoats to be built on the Pacific coast is about 
$490,000.

William J. Garrity, paymaster’s clerk in the Navy, 
was dismissed by Acting Secretary Winthrop on April 4 
upon sentence of a court-martial. Garrity was tried on 
three charges, involving the embezzlement of money and 
scandalous conduct. He was acquitted on the charge of 
embezzlement. but was convicted on the other charges, 
which had to do with irregularities in handling of funds.

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


The British unarmored cruiser Active, launched March 
14, is the fifth of the Boadicea class built at Pembroke. 
Constructed to carry oil fuel also, the Active has a coal 
capacity of 350 tons, and will have an armament of ten 
4-inch quick-firing guns, in addition to carrying two 
22-inch revolving deck torpedo tubes. Her length is 385 
feet, her extreme breadth 4114 feet. She has a displace- 
ment of 3,360 tons. Her engines will develop 18,000 
horsepower, and give an estimated speed of twenty-five 


knots. 

The British Admiralty has acquired a shipbuilding 
yard and a considerable area of ground on the Firth of 
Tay, which will be converted into a submarine station. 
There will also be erected oil fuel tanks and coal stores, 
The development of the Tay as a naval base is a supple- 
mentary to the gigantic operations at Rosyth, where the 
big battleship base is rapidly progressing. 

The British destroyer Redpole during the recent exer- 
cises off the Scilly Isles, in which the home fleet had been 
engaged, came into collision with the Acorn, which had 
her stern somewhat seriously damaged, and was escorted 
to Plymouth. The Redpole had her bows damaged, but 
was able to make Portland Roads safely. Both vessels 
formed part of the second destroyer flotilla, and after 
night exercises were forming up into line ahead to join 
the third division of the home fleet. While they were 
maneuvering for position the heading vessels reduced 
speed and the Redpole came into collision with the Acorn, 
the bow of the former vessel cutting into the stern of 
the Acorn and penetrating the after compartment to the 
extent of about three feet. Fortunately the weather was 
fine and the sea moderately smooth, and as the collision 
mats were at once got out the Acorn was in no immediate 
danger. 

The first salvage lighter built in England for lifting 
submarines has been completed for service, and is to be 
stationed at Sheerness. The lighter is fitted with salvage 
plant capable of lifting a submarine of the C class, and 
has been designed as a result of the knowledge acquired 
in the operations for the salvage of submarine C 11. The 
craft has a length of 115 feet, a breadth of 31 feet, and 
a displacement at load draft of 790 tons. She is fitted 
with 15-inch centrifugal pump, and has four trunkways 
with capstans for lifting a weight of 300 tons. Her 
equinment also includes an air pump for. working pneu- 
matic tools, and she is fitted with an electric light 
installation. No. 94 cost £26,846, and when not required 
for service as a salvage vessel she will be used as a steam 
mooring lighter. 

A new submersible recently acquired by the Norwegian 
navy, the Kobben, is described by the Scientific American. 
This vessel is of the Germania type, evolved by Krupp, 
and now the standard in the German navy. Recent trials 
show striking seagoing qualities. The Krunp firm con- 
sider the “diving” boat to be the most efficient form of 
submarine. ‘The Kobben was built at the Germania 
yards of Kiel, and measures 129 feet in length: beam, 
12 feet 214 inches: draft, 12 feet 5 inches: displacement 
on surface, 22514 tons: submerged, 2801%4 tons. The 
vessel is provided with two hulls. The outer has the 
lines of a torpedoboat, with high freeboard and suner- 
structure to render ‘the boat extremely seaworthy, The 
inner hull is built up of three circular welded sections 
bolted together, of sufficient strength to withstand a 
water pressure equivalent to a sea depth of 29514 feet. 
Watertight compartments contribute to the safety of the 
vessel. Surface propulsion is effected by gasoline motors, 
developing an aggregate of 440 horsepower, while when 
submerged two electric motors, develop. an aggregate of 
250 horsepower. There are two torpedo tubes carried 
in the bow; on the deck, aft. is a third tube.. The surface 
speed is twelve knots, nine knots submerged. The radius 
ef action ‘on the surface at nine knots is 1,450 milés: 
submerged it is forty-five miles at speed of 6.5 knots.

Special arrangements have been made to secure adequate 
ventilation. It is possible for the craft to remain under 
water for twenty-four hours without the crew ex- 
periencing inconvenience. To facilitate salving the outer 
hull is furnished with a number of shackles. _Kobben 
was despatched to. Horten, the Norwegian naval, base, 
under its own power. It was decided to carry out a deep 
water test in the Baltic, and the vessel was sunk to a 
depth of 164 feet, where it remained for two hours. 
Among tests were a series of trials in the open sea, during 
a strong southerly gale, A number of trips were made 
at varying depths up to forty-six feet to ascertain the 
effect of wave action upon the steering qualities of the 
boat. These tests, it has been stated, were eminently 
successful. ; 

It is reported that Denny and Brothers, of Dumbarton, 
who built one of the Australian destroyers, are to start 
a branch of their works at Esquimalt, where they will 
build two cruisers and three destroyers for the Canadian 
navy, just half the vessels which will form the first 
instalment of the Canadian naval unit. It is also re 
ported that the Dominion government have agreed to 
subsidize the venture, and that.interest will be guaranteed 
by them on a large drydock to be constructed, with a 
length of 900 feet and a width of 100 feet. ‘This is 
somewhat of an unexpected development, says the Army 
and Navy Gazette, “as all the projects for dock and 
shipyards discussed up to the present have been concerned 
with the Atlantic seaboard. Harland and Wolff, the 
well known Belfast firm, have established an agreement 
with certain Canadian shipping companies for the build- 
ing of drydocks at St. John, New Brunswick, and Vickers, 
Sons and Maxim are interested in. a similar project at 
Montreal. As far as we are aware, neither of these 
firms has received actual orders for warships. The 
latest information is that tenders for all the ten vessels 
will be received on May 1 next, and in view of this the 
statement that Messrs. Denny will build two cruisers 
and three destroyers is evidently speculative. It is not 
stated whether their new yard has any connection with 
the existing dockyard at Esquimalt, which was recently 
taken over by the Canadian government, but it is: said 
that it will give employment to between 4,000 and 5,000 
men. Probably the first twelve months will be employed 
in providing facilities and equipment for the building of 
warships, but we may expect the keels of the first. vessels 
to be laid by the spring of 1912.” 

Discussing the British naval estimates, Mr. McKenna, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, said: “The Dreadnoughts, 
the eight battleships now in commission, cost, as I have 
said, £1,710,000 apiece. The cost of those eight battle- 
ships is precisely the same to build as the cost of nine 
King Edwards. But the upkeep of the eight Dread- 
noughts cost £50,000 less a year than the upkeep of the 
nine King Edwards. Let any honorable member ask any 
distinguished admiral he likes whether he would rather 
command a fleet of eight Dreadnoughts or of nine King 
Edwards, and I should be surprised if he did not say 
that he would prefer to have the eight Dreadnoughts, 
with their possible eighty 12-inch guns, their speed of 
twenty-one knots and their very considerable armor 
protection, to the nine King Edwards, mounting thirty- 
six 12-inch guns, with a very much lower speed.” 
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THE JAPANESE NAVY. 

The London Times says: “It was a matter of general 
surprise when the Japanese government placed a contract 
for the construction of a new armored cruiser in this 
country in November last. This vessel, which is to be 
completed in about two years and a half, is to have a 
displacement of between 27,000 and 28,000 tons, and 
will cost about £2,500,000. It has been stated that the 
Japanese have preferred to leave their own slips empty 
and to have this ship built abroad because of their 
satisfaction with former vessels constructed for them in 
England. It is probable, however, that their existing 
plant is as yet found to be somewhat inadequate, and 
that they will get the ship cheaper and more. quickly: by 
having her built here. Moreover, they will have the 
advantage of acquiring the very latest improvements ‘in 
ship design and equipment. e first keel plate of the 
cruiser was laid at the Vickers yard at Barrow on Jan. 
17, 1911. In 1910 there were completed two armored 
vessels, the Aki, battleship, and the Kurama, armored 
cruiser. It was expected that the former vessel would 
be ready for passing into the fleet early in the’ preseit 
year, but the Kurama has not yet finished her. trials. 
In addition to the cruiser building in this country, only 
two armored vessels are in hand. These are the Kawachi, 
which was launched on Oct. 15, 1910, and is to be ready 
for service in March, 1912, and the Settsu, which should 
be ready for launching very soon. These vessels are very 
heavily armed, as they carry, on a displacement of 20,800 
tons, twelve 12-inch, ten 6-inch and twelve 4.7-inch guns. 
Three protected cruisers of 5,000 tons displacement: are 
under construction, and will be called the Yasaku, 
Chikoma and Hirato. These vessels are of a class inter- 
mediate between our two classes of City cruisers, and 
have similar characteristics. Japan is building some 
remarkable destroyers, with a displacement of 1,150 tons, 
the largest vessels of their kind in the world with the 
exception of the British destroyer Swift. We have not 
repeated the Swift, but, on the contrary, have rather 
decreased the displacement of our destroyers recently. 
The Japanese, however, are said to be experimenting 
with boats of large tonnage in order to get the ocean- 
keeping qualities made necessary by the heavy seas they 
are likely to meet south of Formosa. No ‘submarines 
were completed during the year, but three are building 
of a similar type to those in the British navy.” 








ARGENTINE AND CHILIAN BATTLESHIPS. | 


In compliance with a resolution adopted at the last 
Session, calling for information concerning the part 
played by the State and Navy Departments in obtaining 
from Argentina contracts for the building of two battle- 
ships in private American yards, replies were sent to 
the Senate on April 5 by Secretary Knox and Secretary 
Meyer. They defend their course in permitting the use. 
in the foreign ships of plans of the Dreadnought type of" 
vessels now being built for this Government and devices. 
embraced in armament. Secretary Knox said that. the- 
action of administration officials was in accord with, 
the policy of the Act of 1909, the purpose. of which, 
was the extension of American trade relations,. Secre-. 
tary Meyer says that the patents on the plans to be used! 
are not the exclusive property of the United States, and! 
that this country will benefit greatly by. the exchange of 
naval construction information with other countries, - 

For the information furnished the United States re 
served the right to purchase the two vessels from 


Argentina if they were to be sold. Furthermore, Argen- 
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manufacturers of Europe obtain from their governments. 

‘Bids were opened at the Chilian Legation in Washing- 
ton on April 5 for the construction of one battleship of 
26,000 tons, «of the Dreadnought type. There were three 
bidders, the Fore River and the New York Shipbuilding 
Companies and William Cramp and Sons. The figures 
were forwarded to London for comparison with foreign 
bids. “Secretary Meyer has taken the position that 
should the bids of the American firms be accepted this 
Government would afford them the same facilities in 
respect to government plans and papers as were given 
to the. builders of the Argentine Dreadnoughts. This 
consideration, it is believed, will have much influence 
hort the Chilian government in the ‘selection of - the 
uilders,

“This circular is much too large for publication entire, but we 
give some of the most important paragraphs: 

: ARTICLE 3. (As given in C.N.R. No. 6.) 

‘Add the following paragraphs: 

#¢.(15) Every chief of bureau shall furnish such information 
and:data as may be called for by the aid in charge of the 
division to which the bureau of which he is the chief belongs. 

( When a conference becomes necessary to facilitate the 
transaction of business affecting the interests of any bureau, 
such bureau, when notified by the appropriate aid, shall desig- 
nate a representative to attend such conference. 

.(17y In every case pertaining to the design, alteration or 
repair of ships or equipage,. wherein any bureau recommends 
for approval.any departure from recognized standard practice, 
or any action at variance with any former decision of the de- 
partment, such bureau shall invite the attention of the depart- 
ment to: 

*< (a) The previous decisions or rulings of the department in 
regard to the subject in question. 
» (b) The reasons for recommending any departure from exist- 
ing practice or any change in policy. 

ARTICLE 4c. (As given in C.N.R. No. 6.) 

In the third line, after the words, ‘Steam Engineering,’ 
strike out the words, “‘and Bureau of Supplies and Accounts,” 
and‘ substitute therefor the following words: Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, and the Section of Supplies of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and. Accounts. 

ARTICLE 5. (As given in O.N.R. No. 6.) 

Number the present article as Par. 1, and add the following 
paragraphs: 

(2) No papers shall be presented to the Secretary of the 
Navy for signature or approval except by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the appropriate aid, or by the chief clerk of 
the Navy Department. Similarly, no papers shall be presented 
to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy for signature or approval 
except by the chiefs of such bureaus or heads of such offices 
as are placed by these regulations directly under the Assistant 
Secretary, by the appropriate aid, or by the chief clerk of the 
Navy Department. 

(3) All papers from the bureaus or offices of the department 
presented for the consideration of the Secretary or the Assistant 
Secretary shall be submitted through the Assistant Secretary 
(if for the Secretary and from one of the bureaus or offices 
under the direct supervision of the Assistant Secretary), or 
through the appropriate aid, according to the division to which 
such bureau or office is assigned by these regulations. Chiefs 
of bureaus and heads of offices are free to — verbal recom- 
mendations or statements to the Secretary or Assistant Secre- 
tary when they so desire. 

ARTICLE 6. (As given in C.N.R. No. 6.) 

In the first line strike out the words, ‘‘Bureau of Yards and 
Docks,”’ and substitute therefor the following words: 

Section of Accounts of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

ARTICLE 359. 

Add a new paragraph, reading as follows: 

(4) Whenever an accident involving loss of life of any person 
or persons occurs on board a vessel of the Navy, at a navy 
yard. or naval station, or elsewhere within the jurisdiction of 
the Navy Department ; or whenever such an accident occurs 
elsewhere, and it is possible that any person in the naval serv ice 
is in any degree responsible therefor; a court of inquiry shall 
be ordered to fully investigate and report upon the circum- 
stances. connected therewith, and to give an opinion in regard 
thereto. This court of inquiry shall be in addition to the board 
of inquest prescribed by Article 1644, Paragraph 1. The court 
of inquiry shall, in every such case, ascertain whether the loss 
of life was due in any manner to the fault, negligence, or in- 
efficiency of any person or persons in the naval service, or con- 
nected therewith; and, if so, the names of such person or per- 
sons, and_ to what extent the fault, negligence or, inefficiency 
thereof contributed. to the. accident or to the results thereof. 
The flag officer, commandant or senior officer present shall at 
once order the board of inquest, when such an accident occurs, 
and, if authorized by law to do so, the court of inquiry pre- 
seribed by this paragraph. If not so empowered to order a 
court of inquiry, he shall immediately report.the case to the 
fepartment, forwarding the report of the board of inquest at

chinery and_ tools, including -_ mate ai or 
articles needed in connection thereuith, sHall b& addressed 
and forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy (Division of Ma- 
terial), and not to any particular bureau. All requests for suéh 
work or material shall bear estimates of time and. cost ta per- 
form or secure the same, and shall show the yard department 
or division under which they are needed. Upon receipt by the 
department, such papers will be referred to the bureau or 
bureaus concerned for recommendation and ‘for statements as to 
the state of the appropriations concerned and the availability 
of funds for the specified purpose,.after which they shall be re- 
turned to the department (Division of Material), where final ac- 
tion will be taken and the necessary instructions issued. 

(3) General navy yard care and maintenance are directly 
under’ the Buréau of ‘Yards’ and Docks, as specified- in the 
annual appropriation ’ bills; and papers’in connection therewith 
shall be transmitted by commandants direct to that bureau. 

(4) Annual reports on the subject of the care, maintenance 
and improvement of navy yards shall be addressed to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy (Division of Material). 








The amendment to Article 1579 substitutes 
for “civil — works," Par. 5, and provides that the pub- 
lic works officer of the yard, under the direction of the com- 
mandant, shall have charge of the public works department. 
Employees in-the following ratings are assigned. to the public 
works department: Dredgers, drivers (artesian well), gardeners, 
hod tartiers, hotseslicer's, ‘hostlers; masons (brick), masons 
(stone), pavets, pile drivers, plasterers, slaters, stable keepers, 
stoneéutters, téarfisters, whatf builders, wheelwrights, and such 
common laborers as ihity 6 netessity for carrying on the work 
of the. department. The various tatings enumerated shall be 
grouped together in appropriate groups, whieh shall be operated 
at a manner similar to that employed in the hull and machinery 
ivisions.

Naval Academy circles are stirred up over a report which 
reached the daily papers that Mdsn. W. H. Burtis, of the 
second class, who escorted an attractive and cultivated 
young woman, Miss Mary H. Beers, the daughter of a mem- 
ber of the Yale faculty, to one of the informal Naval Academy 
hops, received an intimation that it was not desirable for 
him to take the same course again, the reason assigned 
being the position Miss Beers held as companion in the 
family of Mrs. Tarrant, wife of Lieut. Comdr. W. T. Tar- 
rant, who is now absent on sea duty. It is possible the 
matter originated in a misunderstanding of Miss Beers’s po- 
sition.

GALVESTON NOTES 


Galveston, Texas, April 1, 1911. 

The Army and Navy officers enjoy the hospitalities of the 
Galveston Artillery Club and the Aziola Club while here as 
well as the Scottish Rite and Masonic Temple club rooms. 
Galveston Lodge No. 126, B.P.O.E., about 250 members and 
guests, gathered at Scottish Rite Cathedral to informally 
welcome and entertain the officers of the Army and Navy 
gathered in the port of Galveston.

Y. 8S, 
Williams, of the Salem, Captain Barry, of the Windom, 
Major George P. Howell, C.E., Col. J. V. White, C.A.C., and 
Capt. Pegram Whitworth, Q.M. Dept. 

General Mills said that if the enthusiasm of Galveston 
for the two branches of the Service eould extend throughout 
the United States, we would have an Army and Navy be- 
fitting a country of its size. ‘‘For some day,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
are going to need soldiers—many more than the country 
has any realization of. There is but one way in which the 
dreams of the statesmen can be accomplished, the dreams of 
development of all the country, and that is by teaching boys 
in school by some compulsory law that will provide that 
when a boy shall become of the age where he can carry a 
rifle he shall be taught the simpler elements of the drill. 
This way, and this way only, will we get men for the Army 
that we will need. A uniform and a rifle do not make a 
soldier. and you can’t make one in two years, either. And 
if we follow the policy of a century ago, there are all kinds 
of humiliations in store for us.’’ ahs 

Commander Evans, of .the Salem, said, in part: ‘‘To speak 
of the reason for our presence—as far as we know it—I do 
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not think that any true Army or Navy officer here courts 
a war or wants a war. Anyway, we are here, to my belief, 
by our preparedness to prevent war—to be so prepared that 
war shall be impossible. We of the two Services represent 
the nation’s insurance. And I do not believe that if the sta- 
tistics or rates were examined carefully the United States 
would be found to be paying the same rate of insurance in 
proportion that many of you are paying on your lives. If 
we are to maintain our state of preparedness we can do it 
with an Army or Navy of the present size. We cannot de- 
pend upon volunteers, however anxious we may be to do so. 
If you can’t make a soldier in two years, as General Mills 
says, I know you can’t depend on a two-year sailor.’’ 

Sefior Cesar Canseco, Consul in Galveston for the Re- 
public of Mexico, said that his country had always thought 
the people of the United States their best friends. He spoke 
of the great work of development accomplished by President 
Diaz, and said that the present unhappy condition of the 
country had been much exaggerated in press despatches. 
Practically all of the trouble is confined to Ohihuahua. He 
believed his government is perfectly well fitted to end the 
revolution, and that peace will soon rule in Mexico. He 
spoke in praise of the efficiency of the United States Army 
and Navy shown by their rapid mobilization on the border. 

The applause at the close of Sefior Canseco’s speech had 
hardly quieted when General Mills sprang to his feet, glass 
in hand. ‘‘Gentlemen!’’ he called out, raising it high, ‘‘I 
have a toast! Here’s to the Republic of Mexico! MHere’s to 
her honored president. May the present troubles soon sub- 
side, and may she soon resume her wonted condition of 
peace and prosperity!’’ The toast was drunk standing by 
al) in the hall.

The Veteran Association, 71st N.Y., has issued a call to 
all members of that command who fought in its ranks in the 
Civil War to take part in the dinner celebration of the semi- 
centennial of the regiment’s departure for the front in 1861. 
The dinner will be held in the Park Avenue Hotel, New 
York city, on April 21 at 7 o’clock. 

Brig.. Gen. George Moore Smith, commanding the 1st 
Brigade, N.G.N.Y., will review the 8th Regiment in its Man- 
hattan armory on April 27. The General will also have 
command of the uniformed officers of the Army and National 
Guard formerly members of the 7th N.Y. during the parade 
of the 7th on April 19 in honor of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the departure of the regiment to the war in 1861. The 
interesting thing about this appearance of General Smith 
in the parade is that it will mark the completion of his 
fiftieth year of military service. It was on April 20, 1861, 
that General Smith joined the 7th as a private in Oo. B. 
Going with the regiment into the United States service he 
reached the grade of second lieutenant. Returning to the 
National Guard at the end of the regiment’s service in the 
Volunteers, General Smith began his upward march in the 
line of promotion by putting on the shoulder-straps of a first 
lieutenant. These he wore but six months, when he was 
made captain of Co. G. In this grade he remained six 
years, reaching a majorship in 1870. Eleven years marked 
his stay in this grade, which he quitted to become a lieu- 
tenant colonel in 1881. In this rank he staid the longest, 
not obtaining regimental command till 1895, when he was 
elected to command the 69th Regiment as full colonel. So 
excellent was his record in this capacity that only three 
years later he was chosen to command the Ist Brigade over 
Gen. F. V. Greene, then commanding the 71st Regiment. 


Cc. A. BRIGADE REVIEW, NEW YORK. 


What veteran officers called the largest gathering of mili- 
tary ever held under one roof in the United States took 
place on March 29 when, in the midst of one of the heaviest 
rains of the year, the 8th and 9th Regiments of the O.A.C., 
N.G.N.Y., proceeded from Manhattan to Brooklyn for the 
brigade review of the Coast Artillery Corps in conjunction 
with the 13th Regiment, whose armory was used for the 
occasion. The 13th was equalized into twelve commands of 
twenty files and in columns of battalions was drawn up at 
8:30 p.m. by Col. Charles O. Davis, commanding, to await 
the visiting regiments. The first to arrive was the 9th, 
which reached the armory a few minutes before 9 p.m. The 
command wore slickers and ponchos over their full dress 
uniforms, but despite this protection all were quite wet. 
After removing their rain garments the 9th, under Col. Wil- 
liam F. Morris, formed column of battalion facing the 13th. 
The 9th paraded twelve companies of sixteen files and was 
headed by its band. The 8th, arriving a few minutes later, 
had ten commands of sixteen files front. It passed between 
the 9th at ‘‘Present!’’ and the 13th at ‘‘Attention!’’ 
Major Thomas R. Fleming, chief of staff, formed the brigade 
and turned it over to Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, chief of 
the C.A.C. The regiments were formed by seniority of the 
C.0., the 9th having the right and the 13th the-left. Gen- 
eral Austen put the brigade through three movements. In 
the counter marching the 8th appeared at a disadvantage, 
several squads at the command of ‘‘About!’’ becoming con- 
fused, the 9th and 13th straightening out with precision. 

The ceremony of review followed, with Mayor Gaynor 
as the reviewing official. The 8th brought no band, but that 
of the 9th was consolidated with the band of ‘the 13th, 
giving 201 band and field musicians for Drum Major Edward 
McIntyre to lead past the reviewing stand. Regimental line 
of masses was the formation for review. The Mayor was at- 
tended as special aid by Borough President Alfred E. Steers, 
who as a Q.M. of the 2d Brigade was in full uniform. The 
number of men in this review was more than 2.000. Colonel 
Morris gave the 9th a half hour infantry drill, which was 
followed with evening parade of the 8th Regiment, taken by 
Col. E. F. Austin, commanding the 8th. Artillery practice 
by the 13th in the darkened hall, closing with the blowing 
up of a miniature battleship with a bomb dropped from an 

‘‘aeroplane’’ which ‘‘flew’’ the length of the hall on wires. 

It lacked only a few minutes of midnight when the mili- 
tary exercises were concluded and mén of the 8th did not 
get to their homes before 3 a.m. It would seem that in such 
weather, with the men soaked’ with the rain, much would 
have been gained by shortening the program. 

The stecess of this largest indoor military function in the 
history of the New York Guard Was a tribute to the enter- 
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tainment committee of the 13th Regiment, which suggested 
the idea and arranged all the details.

In its maneuvers on March 31 before its former C.O., 
Major Gen. F. D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of the East, the 14th New York gave several move- 
ments that excited the laudatory comment of the reviewing 
officer. General Grant’s staff consisted of Capt. Charles W.

Through an unfortunate clashing of dates the 47th N.Y. 
was reviewed in Brooklyn by Brigadier General) Eddy, com- 
manding the 2d Brigade, on March 29, the same evening as 
three regiments of Coast Artillery had a brigade review in 
the armory of the 13th N.Y. The review of the 47th was 
the annual veterans’ affair and marked the forty-ninth year 
of the regiment’s existence, all the ten companies but 
having been organized in 1862; K was not formed till 1872. 
It has only nine companies now and these were formed into 
three battalions for the review by General Eddy. A _ regi- 
mental drill followed. After the evening parade Co. K was 
presented with the trophy representing superiority in marks- 
manship in the year. Sergt. Henry White, Co. K, received 
a medal for obtaining the most recruits in 1910, and Sergt. 
John L. Kealy, Co. F, also received a medal. 

The 1st Battery, F.A., N.G.N.Y., was reviewed by Major 
Gen. F. D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding the. Department of 
the East, on April 4. At the conclusion of the exercises 
General Grant told Capt. John F. O’Ryan, commanding, that 
he was much impressed by the attention to detail and to the 
striving for accuracy manifested by the battery.. Striving 
for the spectacular, he noted, was not a weakness of this 
command, Reliability and thoroughness distinguished its 
work in a degree that manifested how the new Militia was 
steadily bringing Militia commands nearer and nearer to 
Regular Army standards. He had learned, he said, of the 
midwinter maneuvers of the battery in the hills of West- 
chester county and he congratulated the C,O. on having a 
command which cheerfully responded to such arduous train- 
ing. On April 18 the battery will be reviewed by Major 
General Roe, commanding the division. 

A big bid for recruits is to be made by the 13th N.Y., 
C.A.C., ~which is to lay out an athletic field on the shores 
of Gravesend Bay, N.Y. Harbor. Field, track and athletic 
sports will be developed. The field will be open to members 
of the 13th only. 

The 2d Battalion, Naval Militia, N.G.N.Y., will be re- 
viewed by Adjutant General Verbeck in its Brooklyn armory 
on April 8. 

Battalion drills in the 69th New York have been discon- 
tinued and company drills were resumed on April 3. Most 
of the time of these drills will be devoted to instruction in 
small-arms firing, ‘including actual practice on the armory 
range. <A large number of enlisted men have not qualified 
on the armory range this season, the percentage of qualifica- 
tions being low. 

On the honorary committee appointed in connection with 
the celebration of the departure for the Civil War by the 
Old Guard Association of the 12th New York are Major Gen.

A. ©. B.—As to the claims for pension of the widow of 
sergeant dying from disease contracted in line of duty dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War, address the Commissioner of 
Pensions, Washington, D.C. 

F. S. asks: Does service during the Spanish-American 
War, from April 21, 1898, to April 11, 1899, count double 
time for soldiers serving in the United States during that 
time? Answer: You do not say whether this service was in 
the United States or out of it. See A.R. 133, which gives 
full information regarding computation of time for retire- 
ment. 

3. 1. 8. LEO.—There is a proviso in A.R. 1364, as amended 
by G.O. 153, 1908, that gunner’s pay of three dollars a 
month is payable for a period of three years from the date 
of qualification, if ‘‘during such period he continues to be 
a member of the branch of the Artillery service in which 
qualification was made, or re-enlists in that branch of the 
Service within three months from date of discharge, or is 
transferred for the convenience of the Government to another 
arm or branch of the Service.’’ You lose, as you re-enlist- 
ed in Cavalry. 

Ex-SOLDIER asks: In war time is there any law or 
authority by which an enlisted man can be held over the 
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legal period of his enlistment (three years), providing -that 
said soldier has been a man of excellent character, with no 
lost time to make up? If there is any such law, how long 
can a soldier be made to stay in service and do duty after 
his enlistment has expired? And what (if any). redress 
has hef Answer: The same constitutional authority that 
gives to the President the right to compel, if need be, any 
citizen to come forth and fight for his country makes it pos- 
sible for the Army to hold a man beyond his term of en- 
listment if the exigencies of war demand it. The only 
claim the soldier has under such circumstances is his pay 
for the time served. 

Cc. B. M.—It is not possible to determine ‘‘how much 
money a sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, U.S.A., will 
receive at the end of his enlistment, which expires May 9, 
1911.’’ He may or may not have money on deposit with the 
Government, or receive only his month’s pay and his travel 
allowance of four cents a mile to the place of his enlistment. 

J. S. S—We have published in our columns in the past 
few weeks several articles showing the probable effects of 
the additional officer legislation of the recent Congress. With 
the readjustment bill and the extra officers bill operating at 
the same time no definite information can be given as to 
just how many files each arm and grade is advanced. We 
can say, though, that in the neighborhood of 140 second 
lieutenants of Infantry have been called up for examination 
for promotion, principally as a result of the legislation re- 
ferred to. As soon as agreement is reached in the Depart- 
ment itself as to just what the ultimate effects of these 
various personnel laws will be, our editorial and news. col- 
umns will publish the results. To add our mathematical 
calculations to those now disturbing the experts of the War 
Department might still further confuse a problem which, as 
we have more than once stated, requires time for its solu- 
tion. Our correspondent will find in our columns all. the 
data to be had concerning present promotions and those in 
prospect. 

DRUMMER.—yYou should be drawing second period pay 
by the terms of the Act of May 11, 1908, as you re-enlisted 
July 81, 1908. No bonus, as your case is parallel to that 
of P. H. L. cited below, although your previous service was 
in the Marine Corps. 

P. H. L.—The man who served Aug. 6, 1902, to Aug. 5, 
1905, and remained out of the Service until March 18, 1909, 
re-entered as of the second period, but is not entitled to the 
bonus, which is payable only to those re-enlisting within 
three months after discharge from first enlistment. 

W. E. J.—There are recruiting stations at Forts George 
Wright and Lawton, Vancouver Barracks, Seattle and Ta- 
coma, but re-enlisting at either of these your travel pay on 
discharge would be payable to the place of enlistment, not 
to some other point you might select. Your ©.0. or any. of 
the recruiting offices mentioned should be able to enlighten 
you further. 

C. B. B.—The bill to give travel pay to the men dis- 
charged in the Philippines under ‘‘G.O. 40’’ did not suc- 
eeed-in getting through the late Congress. The matter will 
come up again in the 62d Congress, but will hardly be con- 
sidered. before next winter. 

_ 0. W.—As Congress failed to pass the law giving propor- 
tionate Army pay to the National Guard, there is no question 
to be decided as to a postal employee drawing two salaries 
while on National Guard duty. Your postal chief can fur- 
nish you with the order issued by the Postmaster General 
a@ year or so ago, and published in this paper, instructing 
Postmasters to so arrange their office duties as to permit of 
postal clerks who are members of the National Guard going 
to their camp duties. ‘Theze is no law prohibiting a United 
States employee receiving pay from his state for services to 
the state. The United States prohibits double salaries from 
the National Government where the office pays over $2,500. 

W. F. ©O.—Double time for foreign service does not in- 
clude time going to and from, but only actual service in tho 
foreign territory. See A.R. 133. For further information 
as to particular regiment, address the Adjutant General 
through the channel.

LASSOED THE GATLING GUN. 


“At the beginning of the Mexican rebellion hundreds 
of Texas cowmen enlisted in the insurrecto army,” N. H. 
Kirkpatrick, a mining engineer of Denver, who has re- 
cently returned from Mexico, said recently at the Hotel 
Baltimore. “These men joined the revolutionists more 
for excitement than for glory, and they gained their end. 

“At the beginning of the war two parties of Federals 
surprised a number of insurgents and surrounded them. 
This incident occurred in Chihuahua, near a mine I 
was examining. The Federals had a rapid-fire gun, 
mounted on a fence, that could be swung around an arc 
of ninety degrees. It greatly annoyed the insurgents. 

“A Texas cowboy, a member of the revolutionaries, 
detailed himself to save the day. Armed with a lariat 
and a sack of tobacco he rode under cover close to the 
gun, Then, seeing that he was outside the quadrant 
commanded by it, he loped across the intervening space 
and, before the amazed gunners knew he was there, 
roped the Gatling gun and dragged it to the revolutionary 
camp. It was turned against its former proprietors and 
the Federals were defeated.”—Kansas City Star.
